2. The limit-s of this Order are the dominions of the Emperor 
of China and of the Emperor of Corea, including the territorial 
waters of those dominions respectively ; but, except as provided 
in this Order, the said limits do not include places within the limits 
of the Wei-Hai-Wei Order in Council, 1901. 

3. In the construction of this Order the following words and 
expressions have the meanings hereby assigned to them, unless 
there be something in the subject or context repugnant thereto, 
that is to say : — 

"Administration" means letters of administration, including 
the same with will annexed or granted for special or limited 
purposes, or limited in duration. 

"British ship" means a merchant-ship being a British ship 
within the meaning of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, and 
includes any ship provided with sailing letters from the Governor 
of Hong Eong or from His Majesty's Minister in China or Corea. 

"British possession" means any part of Hiis Majesty's 
dominions exclusive of the United Kingdom. 

"British subject" includes a British-protected person, that is to 
say, a person who either (a) is a native of any Protectorate of His 
Majesty, and is for the time being in China or Corea; or (6) by 
virtue of Section 15 of the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890, or 
otherwise enjoys his Majesty's protection in China or Corea. 

" China " means so much of the Empire of China as is within 
the limits of this Order. 
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"Consular district" means the district in and for which a 
Consular officer usually acts, or for which he may be authorized to 
act, for all or any of the purposes of this Order by authority of 
the Secretary of State. 

"Consular officer" means a Consul-General, Consul, Vice- 
Consul, Consular Agent, or Pro-Consul of His Majesty resident 
in China or Corea, including a person acting temporarily, with 
the approval of the Secretary of State, as or for a Consiil-General, 
Consul, Vice-Consul, or Consular Agent of His Majesty so resident. 

"Commissioned Consular officer" means a Consular officer 
holding a commission of Consul-General, Consul, or Vice-Consul 
from His Majesty, including a person acting temporarily, with the 
approval of the Secretary of State, or of His Majesty's Minister 
in China or Corea, as or for such a commissioned Consular Officer. 

"Consulate" and "Consular office" refer to the Consulate and 
office of a Consular officer. 

"The Court," except when the reference is to a particular 
Court, means any Court established under this Order, subject, 
however, to the provisions of this Order with respect to powers 
and local jurisdictions. 

"Foreigner" means a subject or citizen of a State in amity 
with His Majesty, including China and Corea. 

"Judge," except where the context intends a reference to the 
Judge of the Supreme Court only, includes Assistant Judge, and, 
except where the context intends a reference to the Supreme 
Court only, includes the officer for the time being holding a 
Prcvincial Court. 

"Legal practitioner" includes barrister-at-law, advocate, 
solicitor, writer to the Signet, and any person possessing similar 
qualifications. 

"Lunatic" means idiot or person of unsound mind. 

"Master," with respect to any ship, includes every person 
(except a pilot) having command or charge of that ship. 

"Miaister" means His Majesty's Minister in China or in Corea, 
as_ the case may be, and includes Charg6 d' Affaires or other chief 
Diplomatic Representative. 

"Month" means calendar month. 

"Oath" and "affidavit," in the case of persons for the time 
being allowed by law to affirm or declare, instead of swearing, 
include affirmation and declaration, and the expression "swear," 
in the like case, includes affirm and declare. 

''Offence" includes crime, and any act or omission punishable 
criminally in a summary way or otherwise. 

"Person" includes Corporation. 

"Prescribed" means prescribed by Regulations or Rules of 
Court. 

"Prosecutor" means complainant or any person appointed 
or allowed by the Court to prosecute. 

"'Proved" means shown by evidence on oath, in the form of 
affidavit, or other form, to the satisfaction of the Court or Consular 
officer acting or having jurisdiction in the matter; and "proof" 
means the evidence adduced in that behalf. 

"Rules of Court" means Rules of Court made under the pro- 
visions of this Order. 
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"Secretary of State" means one of His Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State. 

"Ship" includes any vessel used in navigation, however pro- 
pelled, with her tackle, furniture, and apparel, and any boat or 
other craft. 

"The Treasury" means the Commissioners of His Majesty's 
Treasury. 

"Treaty" includes any Convention, Agreement, or Arrange- 
ment, made by or on behalf of His Majesty with any State or 
Government, whether the Government of China or of Corea is a 
party thereto or not. 

"Will" means will, codicil, or other testamentary instrument. 

Expressions used in any rules, regulations, or orders made 
under this Order shall, unless a contrary intention appears, have 
the same respective meanings as in this Order. 

4. — (1) In this Order, words importing the plural or the singular 
may be construed as referring to one person or thing, or to more 
than one person or thing, and words importing the masculine as 
referring to the feminine (as the case may require). 

(2) Where this Order confers any power or imposes any duty, 
then, imless a contrary intention appears, the power may be 
exercised and the duty shall be performed from time to time as 
occasion requires. 

(3) Where this Order confers a power, or imposes a duty on, 
or with respect to, a holder of an oflBce, as such then, unless a 
contrary intention appears, the power may be exercised and the 
duty shall be performed by, or with respect to, the holder for the 
time being of the office or the person temporarily acting for the 
holder. 

(4) Where this Order confers a power to make any rules, regula- 
tions, or orders, the power shall, unless a contrary intention 
appears, be construed a including a power exercisable in the like 
manner and subject to the like consent and conditions, if any, to 
rescind, revoke, vary, or amend the rules, regulations, or orders. 

(5) This Article shall apply to the construction of any rules, 
regulations, or orders made under this Order, unless a contrary 
intention appears. 

5. The jurisdiction conferred by this Order extends to the 
persons and matters following, in so far as by Treaty, grant, usage, 
sufferance, or other lawful means. His Majesty has jurisdiction in 
relation to such matters and things, that is to say : — 

(1) British subjects, as herein defined, within the limits of this 
Order. 

(2) The property and all personal or proprietary rights and 
liabilities within the said limits of British subjects, whether such 
subjects are within the said limits or not. 

(3) Foreigners in the cases and according to the conditions 
specified in this Order and not otherwise. 

(4) Foreigners, with respect to whom any State, King, Chief, 
or Government, whose subjects, or under v/hose protection they 
are, has by any Treaty as herein defined or otherwise agreed with 
His Majesty for, or consents to, the exercise of power or authority 
by His Majesty. 
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(5) British ships with their boats, and the persons and property 
on board thereof, or belonging thereto, being within the limits of 
this Order. 

6. All His Majesty's jurisdiction exercisable in China or Corea 
for the hearing and determination of criminal or civil matters, or 
for the maintenance of order or for the control or administration 
of persons or property, or in relation thereto, shall be exercised 
under and according to the provisions of this Order, and not 
otherwise. 

Paet II. — Constitution and Powers of Courts. 

(i) Supreme Court.

Every Judge shall be at the time of his appointment a member 
of the Bar of England, Scotland, or Ireand, of not less than seven 
years' standing. 

(3) The Judges, or any two of them, shall sit together for the 
purposes described in this Order, and the Supreme Court so con- 
stituted is hereinafter in this Order referred to as "the Full Court." 

(4) When the Full Court consists of not more than two Judges, 
and there is a difference of opinion, the opinion of the Judge, or, 
in his absence, the Senior Assistant Judge, shall prevail. 

(5) Subject to any Rules of Court, the Judge shall make any 
such arrangements as he thinks fit for the distribution of the 
business of the Court. 

(6) If the Chief Justice in office at the passing of this Order 
becomes the Judge of the Supreme Court under this Order, he shall 
retain the title of Chief Justice during his tenure of office. 

8. During a vacancy in the 'office of Judge, or in case of the 
illness or incapacity of the Judge, or of his absence from the 
district of the Consulate of Shanghai, the Secretary of State may 
appoint a fit person to act as Judge, but, unless or until such 
appointment is made, the Assistant Judge or Senior Assistant 
Judge shall act as Judge. 

An Acting Judge shall, during the continuance of his appoint- 
ment, have all the power and authority of the Judge. 

9. During a vacancy or temporary vacancy in the office of 
Assistant Judge, or in case of the absence, or illness, or other 
incapacity of an Assistant Judge, the Judge may, by writing under 
his hand and the seal of the Supreme Court, appoint any fit 
person, approved by the Secretary of State, or by His Majesty's 
Mmister in China, to act as and for such Assistant Judge for the 
time therein mentioned or during the vacancy, as the case may be • 
but every such appointment shall be revocable, at pleasure by the 
Judge, by writing under his hand and the seal of the s'uDreme 
Court, or by the Secretary of State. 
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The person so appointed shall, during the continuance of his 
appointment, have all the power and authority of an Assistant 
Judge. 

10. The Secretary of State may appoint either a person 
qualified as provided in Article 7, or a Consular officer, to act as 
an additional Assistant Judge, and any peron so appointed shall, 
during, the continuance of his appointment, have all the power and 
authority of an Assistant Judge. 

11. The Supreme Court shall have a seal, bearing the style 
of the Court and such device as the Secretary of State approves ; 
but the seal in use at the commencement of this Order shall 
continue to be used until a new seal is provided. 

12. — (1) There shall be attached to the Supreme Court a 
Sheriff, a Crown Advocate, a Eegistrar, a Chief Clerk, a Marshal, 
and such other officers and clerks under such designations as the 
Secretary of State thinks fit. 

(2) The Secretary qf State, or His Majesty's Minister in China 
or Corea, as the case may be, may temporarily attach to the 
Supreme Court such persons, being Consular officers, as he thinks 
fit. 

(3) Every Officer, Clferk, and other person thus attached shall 
discharge such duties in connexion with the Court as the Judge 
may direct, subject to amy instructions of the Secretary of State. 

13. The Sheriff shall have all the powers and authorities of the 
Sheriff of a county in England, with all the privileges and 
immunities of the office, and shall be charged with the execution 
of all decrees, orders, and sentences made and passed by the 
Supreme Court, on the requisition in that behalf of the Supreme 
Court. 

He shall be entitled to such fees and costs as the Supreme Court 
may direct. 

14. The Registrar shall be appointed by His Majesty. 

He shall be either a member of the Bar of England, Scotland, 
or Ireland, or a Solicitor of the Supreme Court in England or 
Ireland, or a Writer to His Majesty's Signet or a Solicitor in the 
Supreme Courts of Scotland. 

He may also, with the approval of the Secretary of State, hold 
the office of Chief Clerk of the Supreme Court. 

In case of the absence from Shanghai or of the illness of the 
Registrar, or during a vacancy in the office of Registrar, or during 
the employment of the Registrar in another capacity, or on emer- 
gency, the Judge may, by writing under his hand and the seal of 
the Supreme Court, appoint any fit person to act as Registrar for 
the time therein mentioned, or until the appointment is revoked by 
the Judge or disapproved or revoked by the Secretary of State. 

15. The Judge, each Assistant Judge, and the Registrar shall 
hold office during the pleasure of His Majesty. 

16. In case at any time His Majesty thinks fit by warrant 
under his Royal Sign Manual to revoke the warrant appointing 
any person to be Judge, Assistant Judge, or Registrar, or while 
there is a Judge, Assistant Judge, or Registrar in office, thinks 
fit by warrant under his Royal Sign Manual to appoint another 
person to be Judge, Assistant Judge, or Registrar (as the case 
may be), then, and in every such case, untjl the warrant of 
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revocation or of new appointment is notified by His Majesty s 
Minister in China to the person holding office, all powers and 
authorities vested in that person shall continue and be deemed to 
have continued in as full force— and he shall continue, and be 
deemed to have continued, entitled to all the privileges and 
emoluments of the office as fully, and all things done by him shall 
be and be deemed to have been as valid in law — as if such warrant 
of revocation or new appointment had not been made. 

17. The Supreme Court shall ordinarily sit at Shanghai ; but 
may, if it seems expedient, sit at any other place within thelimits 
of this Order, and niay at any time transfer its ordinary sittings 
to any such place as the Secretary of State approves. Under this 
Article the Judges may sit at the same time at different places, and 
each sitting shall be deemed to be a sitting of the Supreme Court. 

18. The Judge, or, under his directions, an Assistant Judge, 
may visit, in a magisterial or judicial capacity, any place in China 
or Corea, and there inquire of, or hear and determine, any case, 
civil or criminal, and may examine any records or other documents 
in any Provincial Court, and give directions as to the keeping 
thereof. 

(ii) Provincial Courts. 

19. — (1) Every commissioned Consular officer, with the ex- 
ception of those at Shanghai and with such other exceptions (if 
any) as the Secretary of State thinks fit to make, shall for and in 
his Consular district hold and form a Court, in this Order referred 
to as a Provincial Court. 

(2) Where His Majesty's Minister in China or Corea, as the 
case may be, appoints any person to be Acting Consul-General, 
Consul, or Vice-Consul at any port or place in China or Corea 
which is for the time being open to foreign trade, and at which 
no commissioned Consular officer is resident, that person shall 
hold and form a Provincial Court for the district for which he is 
appointed to act. 

(3) Every Provincial Court shall be styled "His Britannic 
Majesty's Court at Canton" (or as the case may be). 

(4) Every Provincial Court may, with the approval of the 
Judge of the Supreme Court, appoint a competent person, or 
persons, to perform such duties and to exercise such powers in and 
for that Court as are by this Order and any Rules of Court imposed 
or conferred upon the Registrar and Marshal respectively, and any 
person so appointed shall perform such duties and exercise such 
powers accordingly. 

(5) Every Provincial Court shall have a seal bearing its style 
and such device as the Secretary of State from time to time directs ; 
but where such a seal is not provided, the seal of the Consular 
officer holding the Court may be used. 

(iii) Jurisdiction of Courts. 

20. The Supreme Court, and each Provincial Court, shall, in the 
exercise of every part of its jurisdiction, be a Court of Record. 

21. All His Majesty's jurisdiction, civil and criminal, including 
any jurisdiction by this Order conferred expressly on a Provincial 
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Court, shall for and within the district of the Consulate of Shanghai 
be vested exclusively in the Supreme Court as its ordinary original 
jurisdiction. 

22. All His Majes+y's jurisdiction, civil and criminal, not under 
this Order vested exclusively in the Supreme Court, shall to the 
extent and in the manner provided by this Order be vested in the 
Provincial Courts. 

23. The Supreme Court shall have in all matters, civil and 
criminal, an original jurisdiction, concurrent with the jurisdiction 
of the several Provincial Courts, to be exercised subject and accord- 
ing to the provisions of this Order. 

24. — (1) The Eegistrar of the Supreme Court shall, subject to 
any directions of the Judge, hold preliminary examinations, and 
shall hear and determine such criminal cases in that Court as are 
not, under this Order, required to be heard and determined on a 
charge. 

(2) The Registrar shall also have authority to hear and deter- 
mine such civil actions as may be assigned to him by the Judge, 
but actions which under this Order are required or directed to be 
heard with a jury or assessors shall not be so assigned. 

(3) For the purposes of this Article the Registrar shall exercise 
all the powers and jurisdiction of a Provincial Court, and the pro- 
visions of this Order with respect to appeal and reserved case 
in criminal matters and to appeal in civil matters shall apply 
accordingly. 

2_5.--(l) Where znj case, civil or criminal, commenced in a 
Provincial Court, appears to that Court to be beyond its jurisdic- 
tion, or to be one which for any other reason ought to be tried in 
the Supreme Court, the Provincial Court shall report the case to 
the Supreme Court for directions. 

(2) The Supreme Court may of its own motion, or upon the 
report of a Provincial Court, or on the application of any party 
concerned, require any case, civil- or criminal, pending in any Pro- 
vincial Court to be transferred to, or tried in, the Supreme Court, 
or may direct in what Court and in what mode, subject to the 
provisions of this Order, any such case shall be tried. 

26. The Supreme Court and every Provincial Court shall be 
auxiliary to one another in all particulars relative to the administra- 
tion of justice, civil or criminal. 

27. Every Judge and Officer of the Courts established imder Art. 27 repealed.

28. Subject to the provisions of this Order, criminal and civil JP, ^- l^^^, p. 
cases may be tried as follows : — 84. 

(a) In the case of the Supreme Court, by the Court itself, or 
by the Court with a jury, or with assessors. 

(6) In the case of a Provincial Court, by the Court itself, or 
by the Court with assessors. 

29. Any of His Majesty's Courts in China or Cor6a may cause 
any summons, order, or judgment issuing from the Supreme Court 
of Hong Kong, in any civil proceeding, and accompanied by a 
request in writing under the seal of that Court, to be served in 
China or Corea.

30. — (1) Notwithstanding anything in this Order, the Court 
shall not exercise any jurisdiction in any proceeding whatsoever 
over His Majesty's Minister, or over his official or other residences, 
or his official or other property. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything in this Order, the Court shall 
not exercise, except with the consent of the Minister signified in 
writing to the Court, any jurisdiction in any proceeding over any 
person attached to or being a member of, or in the service of, the 
Legation. The consent of the Minister may be given, either 
specially with respect to any peron, or generally with respect to 
any class of persons so attached. 

(3) If in any case under this Order it appears to the Court 
that the attendance of the Minister, or of any person attached 
to or being a member of the Legation, or being in the service of 
the Legation, to give evidence before the Court is requisite in the 
interest of justice, the Court may address to the Minister a request 
in writing for Such attendance. 

(4) A person attending to give evidence before the Court sha^l 
not be compelled or allowed to give any evidence or produce any 
document, if, in the opinion of the Minister, signified by him per- 
sonally or in writing to the Court, the giving or production thereof 
would be injurious to His Majesty's service. 

31. Where, by virtue of ajiy Imperial Act, or of this Order, 
or otherwise, any provisions of any Imperial Acts, or of any law 
of a British possession, or of any Orders in Council other than 
this Order, are applicable in China or Corea, or any forms, regula- 
tions, or procedure prescribed or established by oi' under any such 
Act, Law, or Order, are made applicable for any purpose of this 
Order, or any other Order relating to China or Corea, such Acts, 
Laws, Orders, Forms, Eegulations, or procedure may be construed 
or used with such alterations and adaptations not affecting the 
substance as may be necessary having regard to local circumstances, 
and anything required to be done by, to, or before any Court, 
Judge, officer, or authority may be done by, to, or before a Coutt, 
Judge.officer, or authority having the like or analogous functions, 
or by, to, or before any officer designated by the Secretary of State 
or by the Court (as the case may require) for that purpose ; and the 
seal of the Supreme or Provincial Court (as the case may be) may 
be substituted for any other seal ; and in case any difficulty occurs 
m the application, it shall be lawful for a Secretary of State to 
direct by, to, or before whom and in what manner anything is to 
be done, and such Act, Law, Order, Form, Regulation, or procedure 
snail be construed accordingly. 

Where under any such Imperial Act, Law, or Order any publica- 
tion IS required to be made, as respects any judicial proceeding, 
m any Gazette" or otherwise, such publication shall in China 
or Corea t>e made m such newspaper or by such other mode as the 
Court shall think fit to direct. 

Jurors and Assessors. 

32.— (1) Every male resident British subject— being of the age 
of 21 years or upwards-having a competent knowledge of the 
Enghsh language-having or earning a gross income at such rate 
as may be fixed by Rules of Court^not having been attainted of 
treason or felony, or convicted of any crime that is infamous 
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(unless he has obtained a free pardon) — and not being under out- 
lawry — shall be qualified to serve on a jury. 

(2) All persons so qualified shall be liable so to serve, except 
the followi&g persons, who shall nevertheless be competent to serve, 
that is to say : — i 

Persons in His Majesty's Diplomatic, Consular, or other Civil 
Service, in actual employment; 

Officers, clerks, keepers of prisons, messengers, and other 
persons attached to or in the service of the Court ; 

Officers and others on full pay in His Majesty's navy or army, 
or in actual employment in the service of any Department connected 
therewith ; 

Persons holding appointments in the civil, naval, or military 
service of China or Corea; 

Clergymen and other ministers of religion in the actual 
discharge of professional duties ; 

Legal practitioners in actual practice ; 
Physicians, surgeons, and apothecaries in actual practice ; 
Persons who are over 60 years of age, or are disabled by mental 
or bodily infirmity. 

(3) A jury shall consist of such number of jurors, not more 
than twelve nor less than five, as may be determined in accordance 
with Rules of Court; and in such Rules different provisions may 
be made with respect to the several places at which the Supreme 
Court may sit, regard being had to the number of available jurors 
and any other considerations. 

(4) In civil and in criminal oases the like challenges shall be 
allowed as in England — with this addition, that in civU cases each 
party may challenge three jurors peremptorily. 

(5) A jury shall be required to give an unanimous verdict; 
provided that, with the consent of parties, the verdict of a majority 
may be taken in civil cases. 

33. — (1) An Assessor shall be a competent and impartial 
British subject, of good repute, nominated and summoned by the 
Court for the purpose of acting jvs Assessor. 

(2) In the Supreme Court there may be one, two, or three 
Assessors, as the Court thinks 5i. 

(3) In a Provincial Court there shall ordinarily be not fewer 
than two, and not more than four. Assessors, "^^ere, however, 
by reason of local circumstances, the Court is able to obtain the 
presence of one Assessor only, the Court ma,y, if it thinks fit, sit 
with one Assessor only : and where, for like reasons, the Court is 
not able to obtain the presence of an Assessor, the Court may, if 
it thinks fit, sit without an Assessor — ^the Court, in every case, 
recording in the Minutes its reasons for sitting with one Assessor 
only or without an Assessor. 

(4) An Assessor shall not have any voice in the decision of 
the Court in any case, civil or criminal ; but an Assesscr dissenting, 
in a civil case, from any decision of the Court, or, in a criminal 
case, from any decision of the Court or the conviction or the 
amoimt of punishment awarded, may record in the Minutes his 
dissent, and the gromids thereof, and shall be entitled to receive 
without payment a certified copy of the Minutes. 
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34. — (1) Any person failing to attend as juror or Assessor 
according to a summons shall be deemed guilty of a contempt 
of Court, and shall be liable to a fine not exceeding lOl., but a 
person shall not be liable to fine for non-attendance unless he 
is resident in the Consular district in which the Court sits. 

(2) Any such fine shall not be levied until after the expiration 
of fourteen days. The proper officer of the Court shall forthwith 
give to the person fined notice in writing of the imposition of the 
fine, and require him within six days after receipt of the notice to 
file an affidavit excusing non-attendance (if he desire to do so). 
The Court shall consider the affidavit, and may, if it seems proper, 
remit or reduce the fine. 

Part III. — Criminal Matters. 

35. — (1) Except as regard offences made or declared such 
by this or any other Older relating to China or Corea, or by any 
Rules or Regulations made under any Order : — 

Any Act that would not by a Court of Justice having criminal 
jurisdiction in England be deemed an offence in England, shall not, 
in the exercise of criminal jurisdiction under this Order, be deemed 
an offence, or be the subject of any criminal proceeding under this 
Order. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of this Order, criminal jurisdiction 
under this Order shall, as far as circumstances admit, be exercised 
on the principles of, and in conformity with, English law for the 
time being, and with the powers vested in the Courts of Justice 
and Justices of the Peace in England, according to their respective 
jurisdiction and authority. 

Local Jurisdiction in Criminal Matters. 

36. Every Court may cause to be summoned or arrested, and 
brought before it, any person subject to and being within the limits 
of its jurisdiction, and accused of having committed an offence 
cognizable under this Order, and may deal with the accused 
according to the jurisdiction of the Court and in conformity with 
the provisions of this Order. 

37. For the purposes of criminal jurisdiction every offence 
and cause of complaint committed or arising within the limits of 
this Order shall be deemed to have been committed or to have 
arisen, either in the place where the same actually was committed 
or arose, or in any place where the person charged or complained 
of happens to be at the time of the institution or commencement 
of the charge or complaint. 

38. Where a person accused of an offence escapes or removes 
from the Consular district within which the offence was committed, 
and is found within another Consular district, the Court within 
whose district he is found may proceed in the case to trial and 
punishment, or to preliminary examination (as the case may 
require), in like manner as if the offence had been committed in 
its own district; or may, on the requisition or with the consent 
of the Court within whose district the offence was committed, send 
mm in custody to that Court, or require him to give security for 
his surrender to that Court, there to be dealt with according to law. 

Where any person is to be so sent in custody, a warrant shall 
be issued by the Court within whose district he is foimd, and that 
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warrant shall be sufficient authority to any person to whom it is 
directed to receive and detain the person therein named, and to 
carry him to and deliver him up to the Court 'within whose district 
the offence was committed, according to the warrant. 

39. — (1) In cases of murder or manslaughter, if either the death, 
or the criminal act which wholly or partly caused the deai^, 
happened within the jurisdiction of a Court acting under this 
Order, that Court shall have the like jurisdiction over any British 
subject who is accused either as the principal offender, or as 
accessory before the fact to murder, or as accessory after the fact 
to murder or manslaughter, as if both the criminal act and the 
death had happened within that jurisdiction. 

(2) In the case of any offence committed on the high seas, 
or within the Admiralty jurisdiction, by any British subject on 
board a British ship, or on board a foreign ship to which he did 
not belong, the Court shall, subject to the provisions of this Order, 
have jurisdiction as if the offence had been committed within the 
jurisdiction of that Court. In cases tried under this Article no 
different sentence can be passed from the sentence which could 
be passed -in England if the offence were tried there. 

(3) The foregoing provisions of this Article shall be deemed 
to be adaptations, for the purposes of this Order and of the Foreign 
Jurisdiction Act, 1890, of the following enactments, that is to 
say:— 

The Admiralty Offences (Colonial) Act, 1849. 

The Admiralty Offences (Colonial) Act, 1860. 

The Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, Part XIII. And those 
enactments shall apply accordingly and be administered in China 
and Corea. 

Apprehension and Custody of Accused Persons. 

40. — (1) Where a person accused of an offence is arrested 
on a warrant issuing out of any Court, he shall be brought before 
the Court within forty-eight hours after the arrest, unless in any 
case circumstances unavoidably prevent his being brought before 
the Court within that time, which circumstances shall be recorded 
in the Minutes. 

(2) In every case he shall be brought before the Court as soon 
as circumstances reasonably admit, and the tiime and circumstances 
shall be recorded in the Minutes. 

41. — (1) Where an accused person is in custody, he shall not 
be remanded at any time for more than seven days, unless cir- 
cumstances appear to the Court to make it necessary or proper 
that he should be remanded for a longer time, which circumstances 
and the time of remand shall be recorded lin the Minutes. 

(2) In no case shall a remand be for more than fourteen days 
at one time, imless in case of Ulness of the accused or other case of 
necessity. 

42. Where the Supreme Court or a Provincial Court issues 
a summons or warrant against any person on complaint of an 
offence committed on board of, or in relation to, a Br&tish ship, 
then, if it appears to the Court that the interests of public justice 
so require, the Court may issue a warrant or order for the detention 
of the ship, and may cause the ship to be detalined accordingly, 
imtil the charge is heard and determined, and the order of the 
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Court thereon is fully executed, or for such shorter time as the 
Court thinks fitj and the Court shall have power to make all 
such orders as appears to it necessary or proper for carrying this 
provision onto efieet. 

43. Every Provincial Court shall execute any writ, order, or 
warrant issuing from the Supreme Court, and may take security 
from any person named therein for his appearance personally or 
by attorney, according to the writ, order, or warrant ; or may 
cause such person to be taken in custody or otherwuse to the 
Supreme Court or elsewhere in China or Corea, according to the 
writ, order, or warrant. 

44. — (1) The Court may, in its discretion, admit to bail a 
person accused of any of the following offences, namely : — 

Any felony. 

Kiot. 

Assault on any officer lin the execution of his duty, or on any 
person acting in his aid. 

Neglect or breach of duty by an officer. 

But a person accused of treason or murder shall not be 
admitted to bail except by the Supreme Court. 

(2) In all other cases the Court shall admit the accused to bail 
unless the Court, having regard to the circumstances, sees good, 
reason to the contrary, which reason shall be recorded in the 
Minutes. 

(3) The Supreme Court may admit a person to bail, although 
a Provincial Court has not thought fit to do so. 

(4) The accused who is to be admitted to baU, either on remand 
or on or after trial ordered, shall produce such surety or sureties 
as, in the opinion of the Court, will be sufficient to insure his 
appearance as and when required, and shall with him or them 
enter mto a recognizance accordingly. 

Trial with Jury or Assessors. 

45.— (1) Where the offence charged is treason or murder, the 
case must be tried on a charge before the Supreme Court wlith a 
jury. 

(2) In each of the two following cases, namely : 

(i) Where the offence charged is rape, arson, house-breakina, 
robbery with violence, piracy, forgery, or perjury ; or 

(ii) Where the offence charged is any other than as aforesaid, 
but It appears to the Court at any time before the trial, the opinion 
nLto-t^ "^ ''^"'5 recorded in the Minutes, that the offence 
charged, if proved, would not be adequately punished by hn- 

forrtnV*"" f'-^^ '?°'^*^^ ^^* hard labour, or by a fine™ 
20^., or both such imprisonment and fine—

Court) ; but may, with the consent of the accusedrbe tried without 
assessors or jury In the Supreme Court, when the acc^Jd does 
not so consent, the charge shall be tried with a jury, Ss the 
Court IS of opmion that a jury cannot be obtained. 

(3) The Supreme Court may, for any special reason, direct 
that any case shall be tried with assessors or a juiy, and a 
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ProTmnoial Court may, for any special reason, direct that any case 
shall be tried with assessors. In each such case the special 
reason shall be recorded in the Minutes. 

46. — (1) Where an accused person is ordered to be tried before 
a Court with a jury or with assessors, he shall be tried as soon after 
the making of the order as circumstances reasonably admit. 

(2) As long notice of the time of trial as circumistanoes 
reasoniably admit shall be giveni to him in writinig, under theaeal 
of the Court, which notice, and the time thereof, shall be recorded 
in the Minutes. 

47. — (1) The Supreme Court shall, when required by the 
Secretary of State, send to him a report of the sentence of the 
Court in any case tried before that Court with a jury or assessors, 
with a copy of the Minutes and notes of evidence, and with any 
observations which the Court thinks fit to make. 

(2) Every Provindial Court shall, in accordance with Rules 
of Court, send to the Supreme Court a report of the sentence of 
the Court in every case tried by the Court with assessors, with 
such Minutes, notes of evidence, and other documents as such 
Rules may direct, and with any observations which the Court 
thinks fit to make. 

Summary Trial. 

48. Where the complaint discloses an ofience which is not 
required or directed to be heard on a charge, the accused may be 
tried summarily on the complaint : Provided that where an offence 
is tried summarily no greater punishment shall be awarded than 
imprisonment for three months, or a fine of 20Z., or both. 

Prelimirmry Exam/ination. 

49. — (1) Where the accused lis before the Court, and it appears 
to the Court that the complaint discloses an offence — 

(a) Which ought to be tried in or reported to another Court ; or 

(6) Which ought to be tried before the same Court with a 
jury or assessors ; 

the Court shall proceed to make a preliminary examination in the 
prescribed manner. 

(2) On the conclusion of the preliminary examination, the 
Court shall bind by recognizance the prosecutor and every witness 
to appear at the trial to prosecute, or to prosecute and give 
evidence, or to give evidence (as the case may be), and if the case 
is to be tried in or reported to another Court, shall forthwith send 
the depositions, with a minute of other evidence (if any) and a 
report, to the Court before which the trial is to take place. 

50. Where a British subject is accused of an offence the 
cognizance whereof appertains to any Court established under this 
Order, and it is expedient that the offence be inquired of, tried, 
determlined, and punished in a British possession^ the accused may 
(under the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890, Section 6) be sent for 
trial to Hongkong or to Burma ; and the Supreme Court of Hong- 
kong and the Sessions Court at Mandalay shall respectively be 
the authorized Courts for the purposes of that enactment. 

The Court may, where it appears so expedient, by warrant 
under the hand of a Judge and the seal of the Court, cause the 
accused to be sent for trial to Hongkong or to Mandalay accord- 
ingly. 
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The warrant shall be sufficient authority to any person to 
whom it is directed to receive and detain the person therein named, 
and to carry him to and deliver him up at Hongkong or Mandalay, 
according to the warrant. 

Where any person is to be so sent to Hongkong or to Burma, 
the Court before which he is accused shall take the preliminary 
examination, and, if it seems necessary and proper, shall bind 
over such of the proper witnesses as are British subjects in their 
own recognizances to appear and give evidence on the trial. 

51. — (1) If a British subject, having, appeared as prosecutor 
or witness at a preliminary examination, refuses to enter into a 
recognizance to appear at the trial to prosecute or give evidence, 
the Court may send him to prison, there to remain until after the 
trial, unless in the meantime he enters into a recognizance. 

(2) But if afterwards, from want of sufficient evidence or other 
cause, the accused i-. discharged, the Court shall order that the 
person imprisoned for so refusing be also discharged. 

(3) Where the prosecutor or witness is not a British subject, 
the Court may require him either to enter into a recognizance 
or to give other security for his attendance at the trial, and if he 
fails to do so may in its discretion dismiss the charge. 

52. Subject to Rules of Court made under this Order, the 
Court may order payment of allowances in respect of their reason- 
able expenses to any complainant or witness attending before the 
Court on the trial of any criminal case by a jury or with assessors, 
and also to jurors, assessors, interpreters, medical practitioners, 
or other persons employed in or in connection with criminal cases. 

Charges. 

53. — (1) The charge upon which an accused person is tried 
shall state the offence charged, with such particulars as to the 
time and place of the alleged offence, and the person (if any) 
against whom or the thing (if any) in respect of which it was 
committed, as are reasonably sufficient to give tho accused notice 
of the matter with which he is charged. 

(2) The fact that a charge is made is equivalent to a state- 
ment that every legal condition required by law to constitute 
the offence charged was fulfilled in the particular case. 

(3) Where the nature of the case is such that the particulars 
above mentioned do not give such sufficient notice as aforesaid, 
the charge shall also contain such particulars of the manner in 
which the alleged offence was committed as will give such 
sufficient notice. 

(4) For the purposes of the application of any Statute law, 
a charge framed under the provisions of this Order shall be 
deemed to be an indictment. 

54. For every distinct offence of which any person is accused 
there shall be a separate charge, and every such chargi shall be 
tried separately, except in the cases following, that is to spy :— 

(a) Where a person is accused of more offences than one of 
the same kind committed within the space of twelve months from 
the first to the last of such offences, he may be charged with, and 
tried at one trial for, any number of them not exceeding three. 
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(&) If in one series of acts so^ connected together aa to form 
the same transaction more ofienc'es than one are committed by 
the same person, be may be charged with and tried at one trial 
for every such offence. 

(c) If the acts alleged constitute an offence falling within two 
or more definitions or descriptions of offences in any law or laws, 
the accused may be charged with, and tried at one trial for, each of 
such oSences. 

(d) If several ac+s constitute several offences, and also when 
combined, a different offence, the accused may be charged with, 
and tried at one trial for, the offence constituted by such acta 
when combined, or one or more of the several offences, but in the 
latter case shall not be punished with more severe punishment than 
the Court which tries him could award for any one of those 
offences. 

(e) If a single act or series of acts is of such a nature that it is 
doubtful which of several offences the facts which can be proved 
will constitute, the accused may be charged with having committed 
all or any of such offences, and any number of such charges may 
be tried at once ; or he may be charged in the alternative with 
having committed some one of the offences ; and if it appears 
in evidence that he has committed a different offence for which he 
might have been charged, he may be convicted of that offence, 
although not charged with it. 

55. When more persons than one are accused of the same 
offence or of different offences committed in the same transaction, 
or when one is aocuiEed of committing an offence and another of 
abetting or attempting to commit that offence, they may be 
charged and tried together or separately, as the Court thinks fit. 

56. — (1) Any Court, if sitting with a jury or assessors, may 
alter any charge at any time before the verdict of the jury is 
returned or the opinions of the assessors are expressed ; if sitting 
without jury or assessors, at any time before judgment is 
pronounced. 

(2) Every such alteration shall be read and explained to the 
accused. 

(3) If the altered charge is such that proceeding with the trial 
[immediately is likely, in the opinion of the Court, to prejudice the 
accused or the prosecutor, the Court may either direct a new trial 
or adjourn the trial for such period as may be necessary. 

57. — (1) No error or omission in stating either the offence or 
the particulars shall be regarded at any stage of the case as 
material, unless the accused was misled by such error or omission. 

(2) When the facts alleged in certain particulars are proved 
and constitute an offence, and the remaining particulars are not 
proved, the accused may be convicted of the offence constituted 
by the facts proved, although not charged with it. 

(3) When a person is charged with an offence, and the evidence 
proves either the commission of a minor offence or an attempt to 
commit the offencj chaiged, he may be convicted of the minor 
offence or of the attempt. 

58. — (1) If the accused has been previously convicted of any 
offence, and it is intended to prove such conviction for the purpose 
of affecting the punishment which the Court is competent to 
award, the fact, date, and place of the previous conviction shall be 
stated in the charge. 
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(2) If such statement is omitted, the Court may add it £,t any 
time before sentence is passed. 

(3) The part of the charge stating the previous convictions 
shall not be read out in Court, nor shall the accused be asked 
whether he has been previously convicted, as alleged in the 
charge, imless and until he has either pleaded guilty to, or been 
convicted of, the subsequent offence. 

(4) If he pleads guilty to, or is convicted of, the subsequent 
offence, he shall then be asked whether he has been previously 
convicted, as alleged in the charge. 

(5) If he answers that he has been so previously convicted, 
the Court may proceed to pass sentence on him accordingly ; but, 
if he denies that he has been so previously convicted, or refuses 
to, or does not, answer such question, the Court shall then inquire 
concerning^ such previous conviction, and in such C£use (where the 
trial is by jury) it shall not be necessary to swear the jurors again. 

Pur^shments. 

59. The powers of the Courts with respect to pimishments are 
limited as follows : — 

(1) The Supreme Court may award in respect of an offence 
any punishment which may in respect of a similar offence be 
awarded in England: provided that (a) imprisonment with hard 
labour shall be substituted for penal servitude and (6) the 
Supreme Court shall not award a fine exceeding 500Z. ; or, in case 
of a continuing offence, in addition to imprisonment or fine, or 
both, a fine exceeding ll. for each day during which the offence 
continues after conviction. 

(2) A Provincial Court may award imprisonment, not 
exceeding twelve months, with or without hard labour, and with or 
without a fine not exceeding lOOZ. ; or a fine not exceeding lOOZ., 
without imprisonment; or in case of a continuing offence, in 
addition to imprisonment or fine or both, a fine not exceeding 10s. 
for each day during which the oSenoe continues after conviction. 

(3) But nothing in this Article shall be deemed to empower 
any Court to award for any offence any punishment not authorized 
by law in relation to that offence. 

60;— (1) If any person is guilty of an offence against this Order 
not distmguished as a grave offence against this Order, he is 
uable — 

(i) To a fine not exceeding bl., without any imprisonment; or 

(ii) To imprisonment not exceeding one month, without fine ; or 

(iii) To imprisonment not exceeding fourteen days, with a 
fine not exceeding 50«. 

(2) Imprisonment under this Article is without hard labour. 
61.— (1) If any person is guilty of an offence against this Order 
distmguished as a grave offence against this Order, he is liable— ' 
(i) To a fine not exceeding lOZ., without imprisonment; or 

(ii) To imprisonment not exceeding two months, without fine • 
or ' 

(iii) To imprisonment not exceeding one month, with a fine not 
exceeding bl. 
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(2) Imprisonment under this Article is, in the discretion of the 
Court, wi'tti or without haord labour. 

62.— (1) The Court may, if it thinks fit, order a person 
convicted of an assault to pay to the person assaulted by way of 
damages any sum not exceeding IQl. 

(2) Damages so ordered to be paid may be either in addition 
to or in lieu of a fine, and shall be recoverable in lite manner as 
a fine. 

(3) Payment of such damages shall be a defence to an action 
for the assault. 

63. — (1) The Court may, if it thinks fit, order a person 
convicted before it to pay all or part of the expenses of his 
prosecution, or of his imprisonment or other punishment or of 
both, the amount being specified- in the order. 

(2) Where it appears to the Court that the charge is malicious, 
or frivolous and vexatious, the Court may, if it thinks fit, order the 
complainant to pay all or part of the expenses of the prosecution, 
the amount being specified in the order. 

(3) In these respective cases the Court may, if it thinks fit, 
order that the whole or such portion as the Court thinks fit of the 
expenses so paid be paid over to the complainant or to the accused 
(as the case may be). 

(4) In all cases the reasons of the Court for making any such 
order shall be recorded in the Minutes. 

64, Where any person is sentenced by the Supreme Court to 
suffer the punishment of death, the Judge shall forthwith send a 
report of the sentence, with a copy of the Minutes of Proceedings 
and notes of evidence in the case, and with any observations he 
thinks fit, to His Majesty's Minister in China or Corea as the case 
may be. 

The sentence shall not be carried into execution without the 
direction of His Majesty's Minister in writing under his hand. 

If His Majesty's Minister does not direct that the sentence of 
death be carried into execution, Jie shall direct what punishment 
in lieu of the pmnshment of death is to be inflicted on the person 
convicted, and the person convicted shall be liable to be so punished 
accordingly. 

65. — (1) The Judge of the Supreme Court may by general 
order, approved by the Secretary of State, prescribe the manner 
in which and the prisons in China, or Corea at which punishments 
passed by any Court or otherwise awarded under this Order are 
to be carried into execution. 

(2) The warrant of any Court shall be sufficient authority to 
any person to whom it is directed to receive and detain the person 
therein named in any prison so prescribed. 

(3) For the purposes of this Article "China" includes places 
within the limits of the Weihaiwei Order in Council, 1901. 

66. — (1) Where an offender is sentenced to imprisonment, and 
the Supreme Court thinks it expedient that the sentence be 
carried into effect within His Majesty's dominions, and the offender 
is accordingly, under Section 7 of the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 
1890, sent for imprisonment to a place in His Majesty's dominions, 
the place shall be either Hongkong, or a place in some other part 
of His Majesty's dominions, the Government whereof consents 
that offenders may be sent thither under this Article. 
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(2) The Supreme Court may, by warrant under the hand of 
Judge and the seal of the Court, cause the offender to be sent 
to Hongkong, or other such place as aforesaid, in older that the 
sentence may be there carried into effect accordingly. 

(3) The warrant shall be sufficient authority to any person 
to whom it is directed to receive and dotain the person Ijierein 
named, and to carry him to and deliver him up at the place 
named, according to the warrant. 

67. — (1) A Judge of the Supreme Court may, if he thinks fit, 
report to the Secretary of State or to the Minister in China or in 
Gorea, as the case may be, recommending a mitigation or remission 
of any punishment awarded by any Court, and thereupon the 
punishment may be mitigated or remitted by the Secretary of 
State or Minister. 

(2) Nothing in this Order shall affect His Majesty's prerogative 
of pardon. 

Inquests. 

68. — (1) The Court shall have and discharge all the powers 
and duties appertaining to the office of Coroner in England, in 
relation to deaths of British subjects happening in the district 
of the Court. 

(2) The Court maiy also exercise the said powers in relation 
to deaths of any persons having happened at sea on board British 
ships arriving in the district, and to deaths of British subjects 
having happened at sea on board foreign ships so arriving. 

(3) The jurisdiction of the Court under this Article shall be 
exercised, subject to the following provisions: — 

(a) Where a British subject is charged with causing the death, 
the Court may, without holding an inquest, proceed forthwith 
with the preliminary examination. 

(6) Where a British subject is not charged with causing the 
death, the Court shall, without any jury, hold an inquest, taking 
the depositions of those who know the facts. If, during or after 
the inquest, a British subject is so charged, the depositions shall 
be read over in the presence of the witnesses and of the accused, 
who shall be entitled to cross-examine each witness, and the pro- 
cedure shall be as in other cases of preliminary examination. If 
after the inquest the Court does not see fit to cause any person 
to be charged, the Court shall certify its opinion of the cause of 
the death. When the inquest is held by a Provincial Court, the 
certificate and the depositions shall be sent forthwith to the 
Supreme Court, and that Court may give any directions which may 
seem proper in the circumstances. 

(4) In this Article the expression "the Court" includes the 
Registrar of the Supreme Court. 

Statutory or other Offences.

such publication, unless the person offending is proved to have 
had express notice of the Statute or Order in Coimcil. 

(2) That a prosecution by or on behalf of a prosecutor who 
is not a British subject shall not be entertained unless the Court 
is satisfied that effectual provision exists for the punishment in 
Consular or other Courts in China or Corca of similar acts com- 
mitted by the subjects of the State or Power of which such 
prosecutor is a subject, in relation to, or affecting the interests 
of, British subjects. 

70.— (1) If a British subject— 

(i) Smuggles, or attempts to smuggle, out of China or Corea 
any goods on exportation whereof a duty is payable to the Chinese 
or Corean Government ; 

(ii) Imports or exports, or attempts to import or export, into 
or out of China or Corea any goods, intending and attempting to 
evade payment of duty payable thereon to the Chinese or Corean 
Government ; 

(iii) Imports or exports, or attemptsi to import or export, 
into or out of China or Corea any goods the importation or 
exportation whereof, into or out of China or Corea, is prohibited 
by law ; 

(iv) Without a proper licence, sells, or attempts to sell, or 
offers for sale, in China or Corea, any goods whereof the Chinese 
or Corean Government has by law a monopoly. 

In each of the four cases aforesaid he shall be guilty of an 
offence against this Order, and on conviction shall be liable to 
imprisonment, with or without hard labour, for any term not 
exceeding six months, and with or without a fine not exceeding 
lOOl., or to a fine not exceeding lOOl. without imprisonment. 

(2) Where a i>erson is charged with such an offence as in this 
Article is mentioned, the Court may seize the goods in relation 
to which the alleged offence was committed, and may hold the 
same until after the hearing of the charge. 

(3) If a person so charged is convicted, then those goods, 
whether they have been so seized or not, shall be forfeited to 
His Majesty the King, and the Court shall dispose of them, 
subject to any general or special directions of the Secretary of 
State, as the Court thinks fit.

(2) If the Court before which the accused is brought is a 
Provincial Court, the Court shall report to the Supreme Court 
the pendency of the case. 
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The Supreme Court shall thereupon direct in what mode, 
and where the case shall be heard and determined, and (notwith- 
standing anything in this Order) the case shall be so heard and 
determined accordingly. 

(3) The provisions of this Order relative to offences, and 
proceedings in criminal matters, shall in all respects, as far as 
may be, extend and apply to every such case, in like manner as 
if ttie offence had been committed in China or Corea. 

81. Where a British subject, being in Hongkong, is charged 
with having committed, either before or after the commencement 
of this Order, any crime or offence within any British, Chinese, 
or Corean ship at such a distance as aforesaid, the Supreme Court 
at Hongkong shall have and may exercise authority and 
jurisdiction with respect to the crime or offence as fully as if it 
had been committed in Hongkong. 

82. His Majesty's Minister in China or Corea, any Judge of 
the Supreme Court, any Consular ofl&cer in China or Corea, or 
the Governor of Hongkong, on receiving satisfactory information 
that any soldier, sailor, marine, or other person belonging to any 
of His Majesty's military or naval forces, has deserted therefrom, 
and has concealed himself in any British ship at such a distance 
as aforesaid, may, in pursuance of such information, issue his war- 
rant for a search after and apprehension of such deserter, and on 
being satisfied on investigation that any person so apprehended 
is such a deserter, shall cause him to be, with all convenient speed, 
taken and delivered over to the nearest military station of His 
Majesty's forces, or to the officer in command of a ship of war of 
His Majesty serving in China or Corea, as the case may require. 

Deportation. 

83. — (1) Where it is proved that there is reasonable ground 
to apprehend that a British subject is about to commit a breach 
of the public peace — or that the acts or conduct of a British 
subject are or is likely to produce or excite to a breach of the 
public peace — the Court may, if it thinks fit, cause him to be 
brought before it, and require him to give security to the satis- 
faction of the Court, to keep the peace, or for his future good 
behaviour, as the case may require. 

(2) Where a British subject is convicted of an offence before 
the Court, the Court may, if it thinks fit, require him to give 
security to the satisfaction of the Court for his future good 
behaviour, and for that purpose may (if need be) cause him to 
be brought before the Court. 

(3) In either of the foregoing cases, if the person required to 
give security fails to do so, the Court may order that he be 
deported from China or Corea to such place as the Court directs. 

(4) The place shall be a place in some part (if any) of His 
Majesty's dominions to which the person belongs, or the 
Government of which consents to the reception of persons deported 
under this Order. 

(5) A Provincial Court shall report to the Supreme Court any 
order of deportation made by it and the grounds thereof, before 
the order is executed. The Supreme Court may reverse the order, 
or may confirm it with or without variation, and, in case of 
confirmation, shall direct it to be carried into effect. 
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<6) The person to be deported shall be detained in custody 
until a fit opportunity for his deportation occurs. 

(7) He shall, as soon as is practicable, and, :n the case of a 
person convicted, either after execution of the sentence or while 
it is in course of execution, be embarked in custody under the 
warrant of the Supreme Court on board one of His Majesty's ships 
of war, or, if there is no such ship available, then on board any 
British or other fit ship bound to the place of deportation. 

(8) The warrant phall be sufficient authority to the commander 
or master of the ship to receive and detain the person therein 
named, and to carry him to and deliver him up at the place named 
according to the warrant. 

(9) The Court may order the person to be deported to pay 
aU or any part of the expenses of his deportation. Subject thereto, 
the expenses of deportation shall be defrayed in such manner 
as the Secretary of State, with the concurrence of the Treasury, 
may direct. 

(10) The Supreme Court shall forthwith report to the Secretary 
of State any order of deportation made or confirmed by it and the • 
grounds thereof, and shall also inform His Majesty's Minister in 
China or Corea as the case may require.

(3) Where the authority has reference only to the particular 
proceeding, the original document shall be filed. 

(4) Where the authority is general, or has reference to other 
matters in wihioh the attorney or agent is empowered to act, an 
authenticated copy of the document may be filed. 

(5) Any person doing any act or taking any prooeeding in 
the Court in the name or on behalf of amother person, not being 
lawfully authorized thereunto, and knowing himself not to be 
so -authorized, is guilty of a contempt of Court. 

122. — (1) In any case, criminal or civil, and at any stage 
thereof, the Court, either of its own motion or on the application 
of any party, may summon a British subject to attend to give 
evidence, or to produce documents, or to toe examined; but a 
Provincial Court shall have power so to summon British subjects 
in its own district only. 

(2) If the person summoned, having reasonable notice of the 
time and place at which he is required to attend, and (in civil 
cases) his reasonable expenses having been paid or tendered, fails 
to attend and be swom,, and give evidence, or produce documents 
or submit to examination accordingly, and does not excuse his 
failure to the satisfaction of the Court, he shall be guilty of an 
offence against this Order.

123. Whenever under this Order any person is to be taken 
for trial or imprisonment or by way of deportation or for any 
other purEpee, to the Supreme Court or elsewTiere ini China or 
Corea, or to Hongkong, Enigland, or elsewhere, the Court or 
other authority by this Order authorized to cause him to be so 
taken, may for that purpoise (if necessary) cause ' him to be 
embarked on board one of His Majesty's ships of war, or if there 
is no such ship available, then on board any British or other 
fit ship, at ajiy port or place wihether within or beyond the 
particular jurisdiction! or district of that Court or authority, 
and in order to such embarkment may (if necessary) cause him 
to be taken, in custody or otherwise, by land or by water, from 
any place to the port or place of embarkment. 

The writ, order, or warrsunt of the C!!ourt, by virtue whereof 
any person is to be so taken, shall be sufBoient authority to every

Law Ascertainment Act, 1861 ; or so much thereof 
a^ ie for the time being in force, and any enactmeint for the 
time being in force amending or substituted for the same, are 
hereby extended to China and iOorea, with the adaptation

In the said Acts the Supreme Court is hereby substituted 
for a Superior Court in a Colony. 

127. The Public Authorities Protection Act, 1893, shall extend 
and apply to China, and Corea, as if China and Corea wiere therein 
mentioned iln place of the United Kingdom, and as if this Order 
and any other order relating to China or Corea, and any 
Regulations or Rules made under any such Order were therein 
referred to, in addition to atoy Act of Parliament. 

128. The Supreme Court may, if it thinks fit, order that a 
Commission do issue for examination of witnesses at any place 
out of China and Corea on oath, by interrogatories or otherwiee, 
and may, by order, give such directions touching the time, place, 
and manner of the examination, or anything connected therewith, 
as to the Court appear reasonable and just. 

Part YI.— Mortgages and Bills of Sale. 
Mortgages. 

129. A deed or other ibstrument of mortgage, legal or 
wjuitable, of lands or houses in China or Corea, executed by a 
British subject, may be registered at any time after its execution 
at the Consulate of the Consular district wherein the property 
mortgagied is situate. 

130. Registration is made as follows:— The original and a 
o^y of the deed or other instrument of mortgage, and ah 
affidavit verifying the executioh and place of execution thereof, 
and verifying the copy, are brought into the Ctonsulate: and 
the copy and affidavit are left there. 

131. If a deed or other instrument of mortgage is not 
registered at the Consulate aforesaid within the respective time 
following (namely) : — 

(1) Within fourteen days after its execution, where it is 
executed in the Consular district wherein the property morteased 
IS situate; ^^' 
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(2) Within two months after its execution, where it is executed 
in China or Oorea, eJeewhere than^ in that Consular district, or 
in Weihaiwei or Hongkong; 

(3) Within six mohths after its execution, where it is executed 
elsewhere than in China, Oorea, Weihaiwei or Hongkon®; 
then, and in every such caee, the mortgage debt secured by the 
deed or other instrument and the interest thereon shall not have 
priority over judgment or simple contract debts contracted before 
the registration of that deed or other instrument. 

132. Eegistered deeds or other instruments of mortgage, 
legal or equitable, of the same lands or houses havfe, as among 
themselves, priority in order of registration. 

133. His Majesty's Minister may, with the approval of the 
Secretary of State, make Rules for prescribing and regulating 
the making and keeping of indexes, and of a general index, to 
the register of mortgages, and searches in those indexes, and 
other particulars connected with the making, keeping, and using 
of those registers and indexes, and for authorizing and regulating 
the uniregistering of any deed or other instrument of mortgage, 
or the registering of any release or satisfaction in respect thereof. 

Bills of Sale, 

134. The provisions of this Order relating to bills of sale — 

(1) Apply only to such bills of sale executed by British 
subjects as are intended to aEEect chattels in China or Corea; 

(2) Do not apply to bills- of sale given by sheriffs or others 
under or in execution of process authorizing seizure of chattels. 

135. — (1) Every bill of sale must caniorm with the following 
rules (namely) : — 

(a) It must state truly the name, description, and address of 
the grantor. 

(6) It must state truly the consideration, for which it is 
granted. 

(c) It must have annexed thereto or written thereunder an 
inventory of the chattels intended to be comprised therein. 

(d) Any defeasance, condition, or declaration of trust affecting 
the bill not contained in the body of the bill must be written 
on the same paper as the bill. 

(e) The execution of the bill must be attested by a credible 
wlitness, with his address and description. 

(2) Otherwise, the bill is void in China and in Oorea to the 
extent following, but not further (that is to say) : — 

(a) In the case of failure to conform with the rules respecting 
an inventory, as far as regards chattels omitted from the 
inventory; and 

(b) In any other case, wholly. 

(3) The inventory, and any defeasance, condition, or declara- 
tion as aforesaid, respectively, is far all purposes deemed part 
of the bill. 

136. A bill of sale conforming, or appearing to oonform, with 
the foregoing rules, may be registered, if it is intended to affect 
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chattels in China or Oorea, at the Supreme Court or at the 
Consulate of the Consular district wherein the chattels are, 
within the respective time following, and mot afterwards 
(namely) : — 

(1) Within fourteen days after its execution, where it is 
executed in the Consular district wiherein the chattels arej 

(2) Within two months after its execution, where it is 
executed in) China, or in Oorea elsewhere than in that Consular 
district, or in Weihaiwei, or Hongikong; 

(3) Within six months after its execution, where it is executed 
elsewhere than in China, Corea, Weihaiwei, or Hongkong. 

137. Registration is made as follows : The original ajnd a copy 
of the bill of sale, and an affidavit verifyin© the execution, and 
the time and place of execution, and the attestation thereof, and 
verifying the copy, are brought into the proper office of the Court 
or the Consulate; and the copy and affidavit are left there. 

13S. If a bill of sale is not registered at a place and within 
the time by this Order appointed and allowed for registration 
thereof, it is, from and after the expiration of that time, void in 
China or in Corea, according as that place is in China or im Corea, 
to the extent following, but not further (that is to say) : — 

(1) As against trustees' or assignees of the estate of the 
grantor, in or ander bankruptcy, liquidation, or assignment for 
benefit of creditors; and 

(2) As against all sheriffs and others seizing chattels under 
process of any Court, and any person on whose behalf the seizure 
is made; but only 

(3) As regards the property in, or right to, the possession of 
such chattels comprised in the bill as, at or aft^ the filing of the 
petition for bankruptcy or liquidation, or the execution of the 
assignment, or the seizure, are in the grantor's possession, or 
apparent possession, 

139. Registered bills of saJe affecting the same chattels have 
as among themselves priority in order of registration. 

140. Chattels comprised in a registered bill of sale are not in 
the possession, order, or disposition of the grantor within the law 
of bankruptcy. 

141. If in any case there is am unregistered bill of sale, and 
within or on the expiration of the time by this Order allowed for 
registration thereof, a subsequent bill of sale is granted afEecting 
the same or some of the same chattels, for the same or part of the 
sajne debt, then the subsequent bill is, to the extent to which it 
comprises the sajne chattels and is for the same debt, absolutely 
void, unless the Court is satisfied that the subsequent bill is 
granted in good faith for the purpose of correcting some material 
error in the prior bill, and not for the purpose of unlawfully 
evading the operation of this Order. 

142. The registration of a bill of sale must be renewed ones at- 
least every five years. 

143. Renewal of registration is made as follows: — ^An affidavit 
stating the date of and parties to the bill of sale, and the date of 
the original registration, and of the last renewal, and that the 
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bill is still a subsisting security, is brought in to the proper office 
of the Court or the Consulate of original registration, and is left 
there. 

144. If the registration of a bill of sale is not so renewed in 
any period of five years, then' on and from the expiration of that 
period the bill is deemed to be unregistered. 

145. The provisions of this Order relating to renewal apply 
to bills of sale registered under the Orders in Council repealed by 
this Order. 

146. A transfer ot assignment of a registered bill of sale need 
not be registered ; and renewial of registration is not necessary by 
reason only of such a transfer or assignment. 

147. Where the time for registration or renewal of registra- 
tion of a bill of sale expires on a Sunday, or other day on which 
the office for registration is closed, the registration or renewal is 
valid if made on the first subsequent day on which the office is 
open. 

148. If in any case the Court is satisfied that failure to 
register or to renew the registration of a bill of sale in due time, 
or any omission or misstatement connected with registration or 
renewal, was aooidental or inadvertent, the Court may, if it 
thiniks fit, order the failure, omission, or misstatement to be 
rectified in such manner and on such terms, if any, respecting 
security, notice by advertisement or otherwise, or any other mat- 
ter, as the Court thinks fit. 

149. The provisions of this Order apply to a bill of sale 
executed before the commenceiment of this Order. 

150. The power conferred on the Judge of the Supreme Cbmrt 
by this Order of framing Rules from time to time, extends to the 
framing of Rules for prescribing and regulating the making and 
keeping of indexes, and of a general index, to the registers of 
bills of sale, and searches ini those indexes, and other particulars 
connected with the making, keeping, and using of those registers 
and indexes, and for authorizing and regulating the unregister- 
inig of any bill of sale, or the registering of any release or 
satisfaction in respect thereof. 

Part VII. — Foreign Subjects and Tribunals. , ,_,..,. 

Art. 151 (1) re- 

151. — (1) Where a foreigner desires to institute or take in pealed and new 
the Court an action against a British subject, or a British embject Sub- Article sub- 
desires to institute or take in the Court an action eigainst a stituted. SeeO. 
foreigner, the Court shall entertain the same, and shall hear and Jd Q 1907 Arts, 
determine it, £iceording to the ordinary course of the Court. 12 and 16 pp*. 

(2) Provided that the foreigner, if so required by the Court, 83, 84. 
first obtains and files ini the Court the consent in writing of the 
competent authority on behalf of his own nation to his sub- 
mitting, and does submit, to the jurisdiction of the Court, and, 
if required by the Court, gives security to the satisfaction of the 
Court, and to such reasonable amount as the Court thinks fit, by 
deposit or otherwise, to pay fees, damages, costs, and expenses, 
and abide by and perform such decision as shall be given by the 
Court or on appeal. 
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(3) A cross-action or counter-claim shall not be brought in 
the Court against a plaintiff, being a foreigner. 

(4) Where a foreigner obtains in the Court an order against 
a defendant being a British subject, and in another suit that 
defendant is plaintiff and the foreigner is defendant, the Court 
may, if it thinks fit, on the application of the British subject, 
stay the enforcement of the order pending that other suit, and 
may set oft any amount ordered to be paid by one pajty in one 
suit against any amount ordered to be paid by the other party in 
the other suit. 

(5) Where a plaintiff, being a foreigner, obtains an order in 
the Court against two or more defendants being British subjects 
jointly, eund in another action one of them is plaintiff and the 
foreigiier is defendant, the Cou/rt may, if it thinks fit, on the 
application of the British subject, stay the enforcement of the 
order pending that other action, and may set off any amount 
ordered to be paid by one party in one action against any amount 
ordered to be paid by the other party in the other auction, without 
prejudice to the right of the British subject to require contribu- 
tion from his oo-defendants under the joint liability. 

(6) Where a foreigner is co-plaintiff in a suit with a British 
subject who is within the paj:ticular jurisdiction, it shall not be 
necessary for the foreigner to give security for costs, unless the 
Court so directs, but the co-plaintiff British subject shall be 
responsible for all fees and costs. 

152. — (1) Where it is proved that the attendance within the 
particular jurisdiction of a British subject to give evidence, or 
for any other purpose connected with the administration of 
justice, is required in a Court of China or Corea, or before a 
Chines© or Oorean judicial oflScer, or in a Court or before a 
judicial officer of a State in amity with His Majesty, the Court 
may, if it thinksi fit, in a case and in circumstances in which the 
Court would require his attendance before the Court, order that 
he do attend in such Court, or before such judicial officer, and 
for such purpose as aforesaid. 

(2) A Provincial Court, however, cannot so order attendance 
at any place beyond its particular jurisdiction. 

(3) If the person ordered to attend, having reasonable notice 
of the time and place at which he is required to attend, fails to 
attenjd accordingly, and does not excuse his failure to tiie satis- 
faction of the Court, he shall (independently of any other' 
liability) be guilty of an offence against thiis Order. 

153. When a British subject invokes or submits to the juris- 
diction of a Chinese, Corean, or foreign Tribunal, awid engages in 
writing to abide by the decision of that Tribunal, or to pay any 
fees or expenses ordered by such Tribunal to be paid by him, the 
Supreme Court or any Provincial Court may, on such evidence as 
it thinks fit to require, enforce payment of such fees and expenses 
in the same manner as if they were fees payable in a piroceeding 
by such person in that Court, and shall pay over or account for 
the SEime when levied to the proper Chinese, Corean, or foreign 
authority, as the Court may direct. 

154. (1)^ The Supreme Court may, upon the application of any 
British subject or foreigner who has obtained a judgment or order 
for the recovery or payment of momey in a foreign Court in 
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China or Gorea against a person subject to the jurisdiction of 
that Court, and upon a certificate by the proper oflfioer of the 
foreign Court that such judgment has been recovered or order 
made (specifying the amount), and that it is still unsatisfied, amd 
that a British subject is alleged to be indebted to such debtor and 
is within the jurisdictioni, order that all debts owing or accruing 
from such British subject (hereinafter called the garnishee) to 
suoh debtor shall be attached to answer the judgment or order; 
atad by the same- or a subsequent order, may order the garnishee 
to pay his debt or so much as may be siufficient to satisfy the 
judgment or order of the foreign Court. 

(2) The proceedings for the summoning of the garnishee, 
for the ascertainment of his liability, and for the payment of 
money ordered by the Court to be paid, and all matters for 
giving effect to this Article, may be regulated by Rules of Court. 

(3) Aln order shall not be made under this Article unless the 
Court is satisfied that the foreign Court is authorized to exercise 
similar powlers in the case of a debt due from a person subject 
to the jurisdiction of that Court to a British subject against 
whom a judgment has been obtained ini a Court established under 
this Order. 

Paet VIII. — Begulations. 

155. — (1) His Majesty's Ministers in China and Corea shall 
have power collectively with respect to China and Corea or any 
parts thereof, or severally with respect to China or Corea, or any 
parts thereof a& the case may be, to make Eegulationis (to be called 
King's Begulations) for the following purposes, that is to say: — 

(a) FoT the peace, order, and good government of British 
subjects ill' relation to matters not provided foir by this Order, 
and to matters intended by this Order to be prescribed by 
Regulation. 

(6) For securing the obeervanoe of any Treaty for the time 
being in force relating to any place ot of any native or local law 
or custom, whether relating to trade, commerce, revenue, or any 
other matter.

persons by whom, such Returns are to be made. 

(2) Any Regulations made under this Article may provide for 
forfeiture of any goods, receptacles, or things in relation to 
which, or to the contents of which, any breach is committed of 
such Regulations, or of amy Treaty or any native or local law or 
custom, the observance of which is provided for by such Regula- 
ti<ms.

156. His Majesty'si Ministers in China and Cbrea respectively, 
in the exerois© of the powers aforesaid, may, if they think fit, 
join with the Ministers of any foreign Powers in amity with His 
Majesty in makilngi or adopting Regulations for the municipal 
government of any foreign' concession or settlement in China or 
Corea as the case may be; and as regards British subjects, such 
joint regulations shall be as valid and binding as if they related 
to British subjects only.

158. — (1) All Regulations approved under this Order, whether 
imposing pemialties or not, shall be printed, and a printed copy 
thereof sihaill be affixed and be at all times kept exhibited con- 
spicuously in the public office of each Consulate in China and 
Corea. 

(2) Printed copies of the Regulations shall be kept on sale at 
such reaadniabl© price as His Majesty's Minister from time to 
time directs. 

(3) A printed copy of any Regulations purporting to be made 
under this Order, and to be certified under the hands of His 
Majesty's Minister in China or Corea, or under the hand and 
Consular seal of one of His Majesty's Consular officers in China 
and Corea, shall be conclusive evidence of the due making of such 
Regulations. 

159. The respective powers aforesaid extend to thei making 
of Reigiulations for the governance, visitation, care, and superin- 
tendence of prisons in China or in Corea, for the removal of 
prisoners from one prison to another, and for the infliction of 
corporal or other punishment on prisoners committing offences 
against the rules or discipline of a prison; but the provisions of 
this Order respecting penalties, and respecting the printing, 
affixing, exhibiting, and sale of Regulations, ajid the mode of trial 
of charges of offences against Regulations, do not apply to Re- 
gulations respecting prisons and offences of prisoners. 
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Part IX. — Miscellaneous. 

160. Nothing in this Order shall deprive the Ctourt of the 
right to observe, and to enforce the observance cf, or shall deprive 
any person of the benefit of, any reasonable custom existing in 
Ohima or Corea, unless this Order contains some express amd 
specific provision inoompatiible with the observance thereof. 

161. Nothing in this Order 'shall prevent any Consular officer 
in China or Corea from doing anything whioh His Majesty's 
Consuls in the dominionB of any other State in amity with His 
Majesty are, for the time being, by law, usage, or sufferance, 
entitled or enabled to do. 

162. — (1) Every British subject resident shall, in January in 
every year, register himself at the Consulate of the Consular 
district within which he is resident: provided that — 

(a) The registration of a man shall comprise the registration 
of his wife, if living with him; and 

(6) The registration of the head of a family shall be deemed 
to comprise the registration of all females and miinors being his 
relatives, in whatever degree, living under the same roof with 
him at the time of his registration. 

(2) The Consular officser may, without fee, register any British 
subjects being minors living in the houses of foreigners. 

(3) Every British subject arriving at a place in China or Corea 
where there is a Consular office, unless borne on the muster- 
roll of a British ship there arriving, shall, on the expiration of 
one month afteir arrivad, be deemed, for the purposes of this 
Article, to be resident, and shall "register himself accordingly. 

(4) A person' shall not be required to register himself oftener 
than once in a year, reokonied from the 1st January. 

(5) The Consular officer shall yearly give to each person 
registered by him a certificate of registration, signed by him and 
sealed with his Oonsulaj seal. 

(6) The name of a wife, if her registration is comprised in 
her husband's, shall, unless in any case the Consular officer sees 
good reason! to the contrary, be indorsed on the husband's 
certificate. 

(7) The names and descriptions of females and minors whose 
reigistrationi is oompirised in that of the head of the family shall, 
unless in amy oaae the Consular officer sees good reason to the 
oontra*ry, be indorsed on the certificate of the head of the family. 

(8) It shall be lawiful by King's Eegulations to require that 
every person shall, ojm every registration' of himself, pay such fee 
as may therein be prescribed, not exceeding $2 in Chinai and 2 
yeni in/ Corea; and such Regulations may provide that any such 
fee may either be uniform for all persooiB, or may vary according 
to the position and circumstances of different classes. 

(9) The mode of registration may be prescribed by King's 
B^gulations, but if no other mode is so prescribed, every person 
by this Order required to register himself or herself shall, unless 
excused by the CbniauJar officer, attend personally for that pur- 
pose at the Consulate on each occasion of registration. 
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(10) If any person fails to comply with the provisions of this 
Order respecting registration, and does not excuse his failure to 
the satisfaction of the Consular offioeir, he or she shall be guilty 
of an' offence against this Order, and any Court or authority may, 
if it thinks fit, decline to recognize him as a British subject. 

163. Section 48 of the Conveyancing' and Law of Property 
Act, 1881 (which relates to the deposit of instruments creating 
powers of attorney in the Central Office of the Supreme Court in 
England or Ireland), shall apply to China and Corea with these 
modifications, that is to say : the Office of the Supreme Court is 
substituted for the Central Office, and Rules of Court under this 
Order are substituted for General Rules. 

164. All fees, fines, penalties, and other sums of money which, 
under the provisions of this Order or any Regulations or Rules of 
Court, are stated or imposed in terms of British currency, shall, 
if not paid in British gold, be paid in China in British or 
IMexican dollars at the rate of exchange fixed periodically by the 
Treasury; ini Corea, ih Japanese curren<sy at the rate of 10 yen 
to the pound sterling. 

The said rates of exchange shall apply to the ascertainment 
of the value_ of any income for any purpose of qualification' or of 
any limitation or security, in any case where this Order or any 
Rule or Regulation) contains a reference to British cuirrenoy. 

165. Except as in this Order otherwise provided, all fees, 
dues, fines, and other receipts under this Order shall be carried 
to the public account, and shall be accounted for and paid as the 
Secretary of State, witli the concurrence of the Treasury, directs. 

166. Not later than the Slst March in each year, the Judge of 
the Supreme Court shall send to the Secretary of State a report 
on the operation of this Order up to the 31st December of the 
preceding year, showing for the then last twielve months the 
number and nature of the proceedings, criminal and civil, taken 
m the Court under this Order, and the result thereof, and the 
nuniber and amount of feeis received, and containing an' abstract 
of the registration list, and such other information, and being in 
such form, as the Secretary of State from time to time directs. 

167. Each Provincial Cou.rt shall at such time as may be fixed 
by Rules of Court furnish to the Supreme Court an annual 
Report of every case, civil anid criminal, brought before it, in- 
Buch form as the Supreme Cburt directs.

(2) Printed copies shall be sold at such reasonable price as 
the Supreme Court directs. i^ «. a«. 

(3) Judicial ^notice shall be taken of this Order, and of the 
commencement thereof, and of the appointment of Consuls, and 
of the constitution and limits of the Courts and districts, akd of 
Consular seals and signatures, and of any Rules made or in force 
under this Order, and no proof shall be required of any of such 
matters.

169. — (1) The Orders in Council mentioned in the Schedule 
to this Order are hereby repealed, but this repeal shall not — 

(a) Affect the past operatiom of those Ordersi, or atny of them, 
or any appointment made, or any right, title, obligation, or 
liability accrued, or the validity or invalidity of anything done 
or suffered under any of those Orders, before the making of this 
Order ; 

(b) Interfere with the ittistitutioni or prosecution of any 
proceeding or action, criminal or civiJ, in respect of any offence 
committed against, or forfeiture incurred or liability accrued 
under or in consequence of amy provision of, any of those Orders, 
or any Regulation confirmed by ajiy such Order or made 
thereunder ; 

(c) Take away or abridge any protection or benefit given or 
to be emjoyed ini relation thereto. 

(2) Notwithstanding the repeal of the Orders aforesaid, all

(3) Criminal or civil proceedings begun under any of the 
Orders repealed by this Order, and pending at the time when- this 
Order comes into operation, shall, from and after that time.

(4) List of jurors and afisessors in force at the passing of this 
Order sball continue in force until revised and settled under the 
provisions of this Order. 

170. — (1) This Order shall take effect on such day not less 
than one month nor more than three months after it is first 
exhibited in the public office of the Supreme Court at Shanghai, 
as the Minister shall by public notification appoint. 

(2) The day on wlhich this Order so takes effect is in this 
Order referred to as the commencement of this Order. 

(3) For the purposes of this Article the Judge of the Supreme 
Court sihall forthwith, on the receipt by him from the Minister in 
China of a certified prilnted copy of this Order, cause the same 
to be affixed stad exhibited conspicuously in that office, together 
with the said notification. 

(4) He shall also keep the same so affixed and exhibited until 
the commencement of this Order. 

(5) A copy of the said notification sliall, as soon as 
prax^ticable, be published at each of the Provincial Oomsulates in 
such manner as the Supreme Court may direct. 

(6) A certified printed copy of this Order shall also be affixed 
and exhibited in the public offices of the Provincial Court at 
Seoul, at the same time (oi as near as circumstances admit) at 
which it is first exhibited at Shanghai. 
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(7) Proof shall not in any proceeding or matter be required 
that the provisions of this Article have Seen complied with, nor 
shall any act or proceeding be invalidated by any failure to 
comply with any of such provisions. 

(8) Where this Order confers power to make any appoint- 
ment, Kule®, or Eegulations, or to do any other thinig for the 
purposes of this Order, that power may be exercised at any time 
after the passing of this Order, so, however, that any such 
appointment.

Whereas it is expedient to make provisions in places where 
by Treaty, grant, usage, sufferance, and other lawfii means His 
Majesty has jurisdiction for the regulation of the conduct of 
persons subject to His Majesty's jurisdiction during the existence 
of hostilities between foreign States with which His Majesty is 
at peace : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the 
powers on this behalf by "The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890" 
or otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased, by and 
with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows : — 

Prelimnary. 

1.— This Order may be cited as " The Foreign Jurisdiction 
Neutrality Order in Council, 1904." 

2. — (1) This Order extends to all persons and to all property 
subject to the following Orders in Council : — "The Muscat Order in 
Council, 1867," "The Morocco Order in Council, 1889," "The 
Persia (Inland) Order in Council, 1889," "The Persian Coasts and 
Islands Order in Council, 1889," "The Zanzibar Order in Council, 
1897," "The Ottoman Order in Council, 1899," "The Siam Order 
in Council, 1903," "The China and Corea Order in Council, 1904" 
or any Orders in Council substituted therefor. 

(2) This Order shall be exhibited forthwith in the public oflSce 
of the highest of His Majesty's Courts established by each of the 
said Orders in Council, and shall come into force within the limits 
of every such Order thereupon. 

3. — (1) In this Order, words importing the plural or the sin- 
gular may be construed as referring to one person or thing, or to 
more than one person or thing, and words importing the 
masculine as referring to the feminine (as the case may require). 

(2) Where this Order confers any power or imposes any duty, 
then, unless a contrary intention appears, the power may be 
exercised and the duty shall be performed from time to time as 
occasion requires.

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(3) Where this Order confers a power or imposes a duty on,

4. If any person subject to this Order, without the licence of 
His Majesty, accepts or agrees to accept any commission or en- 
gagement in the military or naval service of any foreign State 
at war with any foreign State at peace with His Majesty, and in 
this Order referred to as a friendly State, or induces any other 
person to accept, or agree to accept, any commission or engage- 
ment in the military or naval service of any such foreign State 
as aforesaid, he shall be guilty of an offence against this Order, 
and shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of 
such pimishments, at the discretion of the Court before which the 
offender is convicted, and imprisonment, if awarded, may be 
either with or without hard labour. 

5. If any person subject to this Order, without the licence of 
His Majesty, quits, or goes on board any ship with a view of 
quitting, the jurisdiction of the Court, with intent to accept any 
commission or engagement in the military or naval service of any 
foreign State at war with a friendly State, or induces any other 
person to quit, or to go on board any ship with a view of 
quitting, any place within His Majesty's jurisdiction with the 
like intent, he shall be guUty of an offence against this Order, 
and shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of 
such punishments, at the discretion of the Court before which 
the offender is convicted, and imprisonment, if awarded, may be 
either with or without hard labour. 

6. If any person subject to this Order induces any other 
person to quit the jurisdiction of the Court, or to embark on 
any ship within the jurisdiction of the Court, under a misrepre- 
sentation or false representation of the service in which such 
person is to be engaged, with . the intent or in order that such 
person may accept or agree to accept any commission or engage- 
ment in the military or naval service of any foreign State at war 
with a friendly State, he shall be guUty of an offence against this 
Order, and shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, or 
either of such punishments, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the offender is convicted ; and imprisonment, if awarded, 
may be either with or without hard labour. 

7. If the master or owner of any ship subject to this Order, 
without the licence of His Majesty, knowingly either takes on 
board, or engages to take on board, or has on board such ship 
withm the jurisdiction of the Court any of the following persons, 
in this Order referred to as illegally-erlisted persons : that is to 
say— 

(1) Any person who has accepted or agreed to accept any com- 
mission or engagement in the military or naval service of any 
foreign State at war with any friendly State, in contravention of 
Article 4 of this Order. 

(2) Any person who is about to quit the jurisdiction of the 
Court, m contravention of Article 5 of this Order. 

(3) Any person who has been induced to embark under a mia- 
representation or false representation of the service in which 
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such person is to be engaged, with the intent or in order that 
such person may accept or agree to accept any commission or 
engagement in the military or naval service of any foreign State 
at war with a friendly State: 

Such master or owner shall be guilty of an ofEence against thia 
Order, and the following consequences shall ensue ; that is to say — 

(1) The offender shall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
or either of such punishments, at the discretion of the Court 
before which the offender is convicted ; and imprisonment, if 
awarded, may be either with or without hard labour : and 

(2) Such ship shall be detained imtil the trial and conviction 
or acquittal of the master or owner, and until all penalties 
inflicted on the master or owner have been paid, or the master or 
owner has given security for the payment of such penalties to 
the satisfaction of His Majesty's Kepresentative : and 

(3) All illegally-enlisted persons shall immediately on the 
discovery of the ofEence be taken on shore, and shall not be allowed 
to return to the ship. 

8. If any person subject to this Order within the jurisdiction 
of the Court without the licence of His Majesty, does any of the 
following acts ; that is to say — 

(1) Builds or agrees to build, or causes to be built, any ship 
with intent or knowledge, or having reasonable cause to believe 
that the same shall or will be employed in the military or naval 
service of any foreign State at war with any friendly State : or 

(2) Issues or delivers any commission for any ship with intent 
or knowledge, or having reasonable cause to believe that the 
same shall or will be employed in the military or naval service of 
any foreign State at war with any friendly State : or 

(3) Equips any ship with intent or knowledge, or having 
reasonable cause to believe that the same shall or will be employed 
in the military or naval service of any foreign State at war with 
any friendly State : or 

(4) Dispatches, or causes or allows to be dispatched, any ship 
with intent or knowledge, or having reasonable cause to believe 
that the same shall or will be employed in the military or naval 
service of any foreign S'^ate at war with any friendly State : 

Such person shall be deemed to have committed an ofEence 
against this Order, and the following consequences shall ensue : — 

(1) The offender shaU be punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
or either of such punishments, at the discretion of the Court 
before which the offender is convicted ; and imprisonment, if 
awarded, may be either with or without hard labour : 

(2) The ^ip in respect of which any such offence is committed 
and her equipment shall be forfeited to His Majesty ; 

Provided that a person building, causing to be buUt, or 
equipping a ship in any of the cases aforesaid, in pursuance of a 
contract made before the commencement of such war as afore- 
said, shall not be liable to any of the penaltieis imposed by this 
Article in respect of such building or equipping- if he satisfies the 
conditions following (that is to say) — 

(1) If forthwith upon a Proclamation of Neutrality being 
issued by His Majesty he gives notice to His Majesty's Reprs- 
sentative that he is so building, causing to be built, or equipping 
such ship, and furnishes such particulars of the contract and of any 
matters relating to, or done, or to be done under the contract 
as may be required by His Majesty's Representative: 
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(2) If he gives such security, and takes and permits to be 
taken such other measures, if any, as His Majesty's Representa- 
tive may prescribe for insuring that such ship shall not be 
dispatched, delivered or removed without the licence of His 
Majesty until the termination of such war as aforesaid. 

9. Where any ship is built by order of or on behalf of any 
foreign State when at war with a friendly State, or is delivered 
to or to the order of such foreign State, or any person who to 
the knowledge of the person building is an Agent of such foreign 
State, or is paid for by such foreign State or such Agent, and 
is employed in the military or naval service of such foreign State, 
such ship shall, until the contrary is proved, be deemed to have 
been built with a view to being so employed, and the burden shall 
lie on the builder of such ship of proving that he did not know 
that the ship was intended to be so employed in the military or 
naval service of such foreign State. 

10. If any person within the jurisdiction of the Court, and 
without the licence of His Majesty, by adding to the number of 
the guns, or by changing those on board for other gims, or by 
the addition of any equipment for war, increases or augments, or 
procures to be increased or augmented, or is knowingly concerned 
in increasing or augmenting the warlike force of any ship which 
at the time of her being within the jurisdiction aforesaid was a 
ship in the military or naval service of any foreign State at war 
with any friendly State, such person shall be guilty of an offence 
against this Order, and shall be punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment, or either of such punishments, at the discretion of the Court 
before which the offender is convicted ; and imprisonment, if 
awarded, may be either with or without hard labour. 

11. If any person within the jurisdiction of the Court, and 
without the licence of His Majesty, prepares or fits out any naval 
or military expedition to proceed against the dominions of any 
friendly State, the following consequences shall ensue : — 

(1) Every person engaged in such preparation or fitting out, 
or assisting therein, or employed in any capacity in such 
eypedition. shall be guilty of an offence against this Order, and 
s>hall be punishable by fine and imprisonment, or either of such 
punishments, at the discretion of the Court before which the 
offender is convicted ; and imprisonment, if awarded, may be 
either with or without hard labour. 

(2) All ships and their equipments, and all arms and munitions 
of war, used in or forming part of such expedition, shall be 
forfeited to His Majesty. 

12. Any personi who aids, ahets, counsels, or procures the com- 
mission of any offence against this Order shall be liable to be 
tried and punished as a principal offender. 

13. The term of imprisonment to be awarded in respect of any 
offence against this Order shall not exceed two years. 

14. For the purposes of this Order, a licence by His Majesty 
shall be under the sign manual of His Majesty, or be signified by 
Order in Council or by Proclamation of His Majesty. 

15. Any offence against this Order shall, for all purposes of 
and incidental to the trial and punishment of any person guilty 
of any such offence, be deemed to have been committed either in 
the place in which the offence was wholly or partly committed, 
or in any place within the jurisdiction of the Court in which the 
person who committed such offence may be. 
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16. All proceedings for the condemnation and forfeiture of a 
ship, or ship and equipment, or arms and munitions of war, in 
pursuance of this Order, shall require the sanction of His 
Majesty's Eepresentative, and shall be had in the highest Court 
of His Majesty having original jurisdiction in such place, and not 
in any other Court ; and the Court shall, in addition to any power 
given by this Order, have in respect of any person, ship or other 
matter brought before it in pursuance of this Order all powers 
which it has in the case of a person, ship or matter brought before 
it in the exercise of its ordinary jtirisdiotion. 

17. Where any offence against this Order has been committed 
by any person by reason whereof a ship, or ship and equipment, 
or arms and munitions of war, has or have become liable to for- 
feiture, proceedings may be instituted contemporaneously or not, 
as may be thought fit, against the offender, and against the ship, 
or ship and equipment, or arms and munitions of war, for the 
forfeiture : but it shall not be necessary to take proceedings 
against the offender because proceedings are instituted for the 
forfeiture, or to take proceedings for the forfeiture because 
proceedings are taken against the offender. 

18. The following officers, that is to say — 

(1) Any Consular officer, subject nevertheless to any special 
or general instructions from the Secretary of State or His 
Majesty's Representative ; 

(2) Any commissioned officer on full pay in the military 
service of His Majesty, subject nevertheless to any special or 
general instructions from his Commanding Officer ; 

(3.) Any commissioned officer on full pay in the naval service 
of His Majesty, subject nevertheless to any special or general 
instructions from the Admiralty or his superior officer ; 

May seize or detain any ship liable to be seized or detained 
in pursuance of this Order, and such officers are in this Order 
referred to as the "local authority" : but nothing in this Order 
contained shall derogate from the power of the Court to direct 
any ship to be seized or detained by any officer by whom such 
Court may have power under its ordinary jurisdiction to direct a 
ship to be seized or detained. 

19. Any officer authorized to seize or detain any ship in 
respect of any offence against this Order may, for the purpose of 
enforcing such seizure or detention, call to his aid any officers of 
His Majesty's army or navy or marines, and may put on board any 
ship so seized or detained any one or more of such officers to take 
charge of the same, and to enforce the provisions of this Order, 
and any officer seizing or detaining any ship under this Order may 
use force, if necessary for the purpose of enforcing seizure or 
detention, and if any person is killed or maimed by reason of his 
resisting such officer in the execution of his duties, or any person 
acting under his orders, such officer so seizing or detaining the 
ship, or other person, shall be freely and fully indemnified as well 
against the King's Majesty, His heirs and successors, as 'against 
aU persons so killed, maimed, or hurt. 

20. If His Majesty's Representative is satisfied that there is a 
reasonable and probable cause for believing that a ship within the 
jurisdiction of the Court has been or is being built, commissioned 
or equipped contrary to this Order, and is about to be taken 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Court, or that a ship is about to be 
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dispatched contrary to this Order, His Majesty's Representative 
shall have power to issue a warrant stating that there is reasonable 
and probable cause for believing as aforesaid, and upon such 
warrant the local authority shall have power to seize and search 
such ship, and to detain the same until it has been either 
condemned or released by process of law, or in manner hereinafter 
mentioned. 

The owner of the ship so detained, or his agent, may apply to 
the Court for its release, and the Court shall, as soon as possible, 
put the matter of such seizure and detention in course of trial 
between the applicant apd the Crown. 

If the applicant establish to the satisfaction of the Court that 
the ship was not, and is not, being built, conmiissioned, or 
equipped, or intended to be dispatched contrary to this Order, the 
ship shall be released and restored. 

If the applicant fail to establish to the satisfaction of the Court 
that the ship was not, and is not, being built, commissioned, cr 
equipped, or intended to be dispatched contrary to this Order, 
then the ship shall be detained till released by order of His 
Majesty's Representative. 

The Court may, in cases where no proceedings are pending for 
its condemnation, release any ship detained under this Article on 
the owner giving security to the satisfaction of the Court that the 
ship shall not be employed contrary to this Order, notwithstanding 
that the applicant may have failed to establish to the satisfaction 
of the Court that the ship was not, and is not, being buidt, com- 
missioned, or intended to be dispatched contrary to this Order. 
His Majesty's Rrepresentative may likewise release any ship 
detained under this Article on the owner giving security to his 
satisfaction that the ship shall not be employed contrary to this 
Order, or may release the ship without such security if he think fit. 

Nothing in this Article contained shall apply to any foreign 
non-commissioned ship dispatched from any place within His 
Majesty's jurisdiction after having come within any such place 
under stress of weath^ or in the course of a peaceful voyage, and 
upon which ship no fitting out or equipping of a warlike character 
has taken place within the jurisdiction of the Court. 

21. Where it is represented to any local authority, as defined 
by this Order, and such local authority believes the representation, 
that there is a reasonable and probable cause for believing that a 
ship subject to this Order has been or is being built, commissioned, 
or equipped contrary to this Order, and is about to be taken 
beyond the jurisdiction of the Court, or that a ship is about to 
be dispatched contrary to this Order, it shall be the duty of such 
local authority to detain such ship, and forthwith to communicate 
the fact of such detention to His Majesty's Representative. 

Upon the receipt of such communication. His Majesty's Re- 
presentative may order the ship to be released if hp thinks there 
is no cause for detaining her, but if satisfied that there is 
reasonable and probable cause for believing that such ship was 
built, commissioned, or equipped or intended to be dispatched in 
contravention of this Order, he shall issue his warrant stating 
that there is reasonable and probable cause for believing as 
aforesaid, and upon such warrant being issued further proceedings 
shall be had as in cases where the seizure or detention has taken 
place on a warrant issued by him without any communication 
from the local authority. 
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22. The powers given by this Order to His Majesty's Repre- 
sentative shall be exercised in the Ottoman Empire, except Egypt, 
by His Majesty's Ambassador, in Egypt by His Majesty's Agent 
and Consul-General, in China, Corea, Morocco, Persia, and Siam 
by His Majesty's Minister, in Zanzibar by His Majesity's Agent 
and Consul-General, and in Muscat by His Majesty's Consul. 

23. An appeal may be had from any decision of the Court 
under this Order to the same Tribunal and in the same manner 
to and in which an appeal may be had in cases within the ordinary 
jurisdiction of the Court. 

24. No damages shall be payable, and no officer or local 
authority shall be responsible, either civilly or criminally, in 
respect of the seizure or detention of any ship in pursuance of 
this Order. 

25. His Majesty's Representative shall not be responsible in 
any action or other legal proceedings whatsoever for any warrant 
issued by him in pursuance of this Order, or be examinable as a 
witness, expect at hie own request, in any Court of justice in 
respect of the circumstances which led to the issue of the warrant. 

26. In this Order, if not inconsistent with the context, the 
following terms have the meanings hereinafter respectively 
assigned to them, that is to say : — 

"Foreign State" includes any foreign Prince, Colony, province, 
or part of any province or people, or any person or persons 
exercising or assuming to exercise the powers of government in 
or over any foreign country, Colony, province, or part of alny 
province or people ; 

"Military service" shall include military telegraphy and any 
other employment whatever, in or in connexion with any military 
operation ; 

"Naval service" shall, as respects a person, include service as 
a marine, employment as a pilot in piloting or directing the 
course of a ship of war or other ship when such ship of war or 
other ship is being used in any military or naval operation, and 
any emplojrment whatever on board a ship of war, tranport, store 
ship, privateer or ship under letters of marque : and as respects 
a ship include any user of a ship as a transport, store ship, 
privateer or ship under letters of marque ; 

"The Secretary of State" shall mean any one of His Majesty's 
Principal Secretaries of State ; 

"The Court" shall mean the Court possessing jurisdiction 
under Article 16 of this Order ; 

"Ship" shaU include any description of boat, vessel, floating 
battery, or floating craft: also any description of boat, vessel, or 
other craft or battery made to move either on the surface of or 
under water, or sometimes on the surface of and sometimes under 
water j 

"Building," in relation to a ship, shall includt, the doing any 
act towards, or incidental to, the construction of a ship, and all 
words having relation to building shall be construed accordingly ; 

"Equipping," in relation to a ship, shall include the furnishing 
a ship with any tackle, apparel, furniture, provisions, arms, muni- 
tions, or stores, or any other thing which is used in or about a 
ship for the purpose of fitting or adapting her for the sea or for 
naval service, and all words relating to equipping shall be 
construed accordingly; 
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"Ship and equipment" shall include a ship and everything in 
or belonging to ship ; 

"Master" shall include any person having the charge or 
command of a ship. 

27. Nothing in this Order contained shall subject to forfeiture 
any commissioned ship of any foreign State, or give to any Court 
over or in respect of any ship entitled to recognition as a com- 
missioned ship of any foreign State any jurisdiction which it would 
not have had if this Order had not passed. 

And the Most Honourable the Marquess of Lansdowne, K.Q., 
one of His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, is to givfe the 
necessary directions herein.

Whereas by Treaty, grant, usage, sufferance, and other lawful 
mea/ne. His Majesty the King has jurisdiction within the 
dominion® of the Emperor of China and of the Emperor of 
Corea: 

And whereas by Section 88 of the Merchant Shipping Act, As to references 
1894, it is enacted that where, in accordance with the Foreign to Corea in 

Jurisdictioim Acts, His Majesty exercises jurisdiction! within any tJjg Order see 

port out of His Majesty's dominions, it shall be lawful for His Qq^ca Order in 
Majesty by Order in Oounoil to declare fluoh port a port of Council 1911 
registry, and by the same ot any subsequent Order in Council nj ' 

to declare the description of persons who shall be the Registrars ^' 
of British ships at such foreigni port of registry, and to make 
regulations with respect to the registry of British ships thereat : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of 
the powers in this behalf by the Foreign Jurisdicfcicni Act, 1890, 
or otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased by and with the 
advice of His Privy Council to order, and it is hereby ordered, 
as follows: — 

1. The port of Shanghai shall be a port of registry under 
the said Act, anid the provisions of this O'rder shall have 
effect accordingly. 

2. The Registrar at the said port shall be such onie of the 
C<>nsular oflEicers at Shanghai as the Secretary of State appoints 
in writinig. 

3. His Majesty's MLniister in China may from time to time, 
in case of the absence or intended absence from Shanghai or ini 
case of the illness of the Registrar, appoint by writing under his 
hand a fit person to be the deputy of the Registrar for the time 
therein memtioned; but every siuch appointment shall be re- 
vocable at pleasure by the Minister by writing under his hand. 

The person so appointed shall, during the oontimiance of 
his appointmeint, have all the power and authority of the 
Registrar. 

4. The Registrar shall have and use a seal bearing such style 
and device as the Secretary of State shall from time to time 
direct. 

5. Every signature or seal affixed to any instrument pur- 
porting to be the signature or the seal, as the case may be, of 
the Registrar, shall, for all purposes under this Order, without 
any proof thereof, be presumed to be genuine, and shall be 
taken as genuine until the contrary is proved. 
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6. The Registrar of shipping at Shamgihai ishall have the 
same powers as any Registrar of shipping appointed under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894 j and for the purpose of enforcing 
the piTOvisions of the said Act and of this Order, the said 
Registrar shall have the same powers as by the said Act are 
conferred for the purposes of registration and measurement on 
any officer of Customs or on any officer of the Board of Trade. 

7. A certificate of mortgage or sale, granted in pursuance 
of the Merchanit Shipping Act, 1894, by the Registrar at 
Shanghai, may containi powers to be exercised at any place 
situate beyond the port of Shanghai within the limits of this 
Order. 

8. On the transfer of a ship' from one British subject to 
another under a certificate of sale, at any port in Corea, or 
at any port in Qhina other than Shaaighai, the Consular officer 
of such port shall endorse an entry of the transfer on the cer- 
tificates of registry and sale of the said ship, and should the 
purchaser be desirous of registering the said ship at Shanghai, 
the said Oonsular officer shall, if requested so to do by the 
purchaser or transferee or other duly authorized person, for- 
ward to the Registrar at Shanghai the bill of sale and the 
deolarationi of ownership, together with the aforesaid certificates 
and a certificate of any survey of the said ship that may be 
required for the purposes of registry anew under the Merchant 
Shipping Acts; and upon receiving th^ same, the said Registrar 
shall register the said ship anew, and shall either retain the 
new certificate of registry, or forward the same to the Consular 
officer or to the Registrar of shipping at such port or place as 
such purchaser or transferee or authorized person shall require; 
and on' such request the said certificate shall be forwarded by 
any Consular officer or Registrar, into whose hanide the same 
may come, to any other Consular officer or Registrar, to be 
handed by him to the master of the said ship whew the require- 
ments of the Merchant Shipping Acts as to marking the .said 
ship shall have been complied with. 

9. On the transfer of a foreign ship to a Biritish subject at 
any port in Corea or at any port in China other than Shanghai, 
should the purchaser be desirous of registering the said ship at 
Shanghai, the said Consular officer of such port shall, if request- 
ed so to do by the purchaser or trainsferee or other duly 
authorized person, forward to the Registrar at Shaziighai the 
bill of sale, the declaration of ownership, and a certificate of 
ainy survey of the said ship that may be required for the purposes 
of registry under the Merchant Shipping Acts; and upon 
receiving the same the said Registrar shall grant a certificate of 
registry for the said ship, aJnd shall either retain! the said 
certificate or forward the same to the Consular officer or to the 
Registrar of shipping at such port or place as such purchaser 
or transferee or other authorized person shall require; and on 
such request the said certificate shall b^ forwarded by any 
Consular officer or Registrar, into whose hands the same may 
come, to any other Consular officer or Registrar, to be handed 
by him to the master of the said ship when the requirements of 
the Merchant Shipping Acts as to marking the said ship shall 
have been complied with. 
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10. Lorchas and other Clhin«se and Oorean rigged ships, or 
other ships provided with sailing letters or documents of the 
nature of sailing letters granted by His Majesty's Minister in 
China or Oorea shall, on their first arrival at any port in Gorea, 
or at any port in Ohina other than' Shanghai, where there is a 
surveyor, be surveyed, and the Cbmsular officer of such port shall 
transmit to the ^Registrar at Shanghai the said sailing letter, 
and a certificate of any survey of the said ship that may be 
required for the purpoaes of registry under the Merchant 
Shipping Acts; and upon receiving the same the said Registrar 
shall grant a certificate of registry for the said ship, and shall 
either retain) the said certificate, or forward the same to the 
Consular officer or to the Eegistrar of shipping at such port or 
place as the owner or other duly authorized person shall require ; 
and on such request the said certificate shall be forwarded by 
any Consular officer or Registrar into whose hands the same 
may come to any other Consular officer or Registrar, to be 
handed by him to the master of the said ship, when the require- 
ments of the Merchant Shipping Acts as to marking the said 
ship shaJl have beeni complied with. 

11. On any such transfers, whether from one British subject 
to another, or from a foreigner to a British subject, or on the 
first arrival of any ship provided with a sailing letter or other 
document as aforesaid, at any port in Corea, or at any port in 
China other than^ Shanghai, where there is a surveyor, the 
Consular officer of such port shall grant to the master of such 
ship, upon his application, a pass containing the particulars 
required by the First Schedule to this Order. The pass so 
granted shall, within the Chinese and Corean: seas, including the 
waters of Hongkong and of Weihaawei, possess the same force 
as a certificate of registry, until the expiration of four months, 
or until such earlier time as the new certificate of registry shall 
he delivered to the master of the said ship by a Consular or 
other duly authorized officer, or until notice of the cancellation! 
of such pass has been' given to the master of the said ship by the 
Registrar at Shanghai, but upon the expiration of such period, 
or upon such delivery, or upon receipt of such notice of can- 
cellation, shall he void to all intents and pnrposes; and the said 
pass on becoming so void shall be at once delivered by the master 
of the said ship to a Consular or other duly autho'rized officer, 
and in default of delivery, the said master shall be liable to a 
fin© not exceeding fifty pounds. 

12. His Majesty's Minister in China shall, with regard to 
the performance of any act or thing "relating to the registry of 
a ship registered at Shanghai, or of any interest therein, be 
considered in all respects as occupying the place of the Board 
of Trade and the Commissioners of Customs. 

13. His Majesty's Ministers in China and Corea respectively 
shall, at any po'rt or place ini China or Oorea, as the case may 
be, have, the same power to appoint fit and proper persons to 
he surveyors under the Merchant Shipping Acts as are possessed 
by the Board of Trade in the United Kingdom, and the persons 
so appointed shall have the same powiers as are conferred on the 
surveyors appointed as aforesaid by the Board of Trade. 
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14. In cases where it appears to the Commissioners of 
Customs, or to the Governor or other person administering the

Whereas by Treaty, capitulation, grant, usage, sufi'eramce, 
or other lawful means, His Majesty the King has jurisdiction 
iwdthib. the places referred to in this Order : 

Now, therefore, Hia Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of 
the powers in this behalf by "The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 
1890," or otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased, by ajid 
with the advice of His Privy Coumcil, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows: —

not have been assumed by the donee immediately 
upon the gift amd thenoefoirward retained to the 
entire exdueioni of the donor, or of any benefit to 
him by contract or otherwise. 

(6) Any pToperty which the deceased person havingi been 
absolutely entitled thereto has caused to be trans- 
ferred to or vested in himself and any other person 
or persons jointly, including therein any purchase 
or investment efieoted by such deceased person either 
by himself alone or in concert or by arrangement 
miith any other person> so that the beneficial interest 
therein or in some part thereof passes or accrues 
by survivorship on his death to such other personi. 

(c) Any property passing under any past or future 
settlement made by the deoesised person by deed or 
any other instrument not taking effect as a will, 
whereby an' interest ini such property or the pro- 
ceeds of sale thereof for life or any other period 
determinable by reference to death is reserved either 
expressly or by implication to the settlor, or whereby 
the settlor may have reserved to himself the right

(6) Property held by the deceased as trustee for another 
person under a disposition made by the deceased 
more than twelve months before his death, where 
possession and enjoyment of the property was bond 
fide assumed by the beneficiary immediately upom 
the creation of the trust and thenceforwa.rd retained 
to the entire exclusionj of the deceased or of any 
benefit to him by oontraob or otherwise. 

(c) Property passioigi on the death of the deceased by 
reason only of a bona fide purchase from the penson 
under whose disposition the property passes, or the 
fallingi into possessioni of the reversion on any lease 
for lives, or the determination of any annuity for 
lives, where such purchase was made, or such lease 
or annnity granted for full consideration in money 
or money's worth paid to the vendor or grantor for 
his own use or benefit, or in the case of a lease, for 
the use or benefit of any person' for whom the grantor 
was a trustee: 

Provided that where any such purchase was made 
or lease or annuity granted for partial consideration

9. In any case where it thinks fit the Court may require any

information or report so received shall be deemed to be a 
portion of the affidavit of the applicant for probate or letters 
of administration. 

10. The fee or fees to be paid on the issue of a grant of 
probate or letters of administration after the commencement 
of this Order ishall be determined by Eules of Court made in 
accordance with the powers contained in the principal Order.

(b) Nothing in this Order shall be deemed to confer upon 
the Court jurisdiction in any prize cause or in any other 
matter iwithin " The Naval Prize Act, 1864," or in any matter 
arising umder any of the Acts for the suppression! of the 
Slave Trade. 
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5. An actiom under this Order shall be tried by a Judge 
sitting alone or with assessoxs appointed in the prescribed 
manner. 

6.— (1) Where Provincial Courts have been established by the 
principal Order, the Judge may, by writing under his hand and 
the seal of the Court, order that the Registry of a Provincial 
Court within the jurisdiction of the Court be a. District Registry 
of the Court for the purposes of this Order, and the Registrar 
and Marshal of the Provincial Court shall, withini the jurisdic- 
tion of such Provincial Court, be the District Registrar and 
District Marshal of the Court, and may exercise within such 
jurisdiction all the prescribed functions anid perform aiU the 
prescribed duties of the Registrar and Marshal of the Court. 

(2.) Where an action has been commenced in a District 
Registry the Judge may order that such action shall be tried in 
the Provincial Court; but the mating of any such Order shall 
not affect the power of the Judge to remove the said actiou at 
any time to the Supreme Court. 

7. In Qlaces where there is no District Registry the Judge 
may direct that for the purposes of any particular matter or 
action " the powers of a District Registrar and Marshal may be 
exercised by the Provincial Court." 

8. The territorial waters adjacent to the district of a Pro- 
vincial Court shall for the purposes of this Order be deemed to 
be within the jurisdiction of such Provincial Court. 

9. Am Appeal from any judgment of the Court or of a Pro^ 
vindal Court under this Order shall be subject to the provisions 
of the principal Order governing, appeals in civil cases, and the 
Court having cognizance of such appeal shall, for the purpose 
thereof, possess all the jurisdiction conferred upon the Court by 
the principal Order or by this Order. 

10. The Colonial' Courts of Admiralty Act, 1890, Section 6 
shall apply to appeals from the Court to His Majesty in Council 
as if the Court were a Colonial Ckjurt of Admiralty. 

11. Rules of Court for the purposes of this Order shall be 
made by the same authoiity, and in thfe same manner and sub- 
ject to the same approval as Rules of Court made in virtue of 
the powers conferred by the pcincipail Order. 

12. The following Articles are hereby repealed: — 

Article 100 of the China and Corea Order in Council, 1904 ; 
Article 29 of the Zanzibar Order in Council, 1906; 
Article 90 of the Siam Order in Council, 1906; 
Article 29 of the Persian Coast and Islands Order in 
Council, 1907: 
Provided that — 

1. Proceedings begun under any of the Articles repealed 
by this Order, and peniding at the time when this Order comes 
into operation, sha'l, from and after that time, be regulated 
by the provisions of this Order, as far as the nature and 
circumstances of each case admit. 

2. The Rules of Court and Table of Fees and Costs in 
force under the repealed Articles shall continue in force until 
rules are made and have come into force under the provisions 
of this Order. 
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13. iN'othing in this Order shall Eiffect the criminal jurisdiction 
of any Court established by the principal Order. 

14. This Order shall not operate in Siam except to the extent 
and in the cases where the provisions of the principal Order are 
in operation. 

And the Eight Honouirable Sir Edward Grey, Baronet, one of 
His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the 
necessary directions herein.

Whereas by a Treaty dated the 26th November, 1883, between 
Her late Majesty Queen' Victoria and the King of Corea, Jurisdic- 
tion over the persons and property of British subjects in Oorea 
was conferred upon Her Majesty; and 

Whereas by a Treaty dated the 22nd August, 1910, between the 
Emperor of Japan and the Emperor of Corea it was provided 
that Corea should be annexed to Japan; and 

Whereas it is desirable that the jurisdiction of the courts 
established under the China and Corea Orders in Council, 1904 to 
1910, should no longer be exercised in Corea : 

Now, therefore. His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the 
powers in that behalf by " The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890," or 
otherwise in His Majesty vested is pleased by and with the advice 
of His Privy Council to order, and it is hereby ordered, as 
follows : — 

1. This Order may be cited as " The Oorea Order ini Council, 
1911." 

2. As regards all such matters and cases as come within the 
jurisdiction of the courts established by or under the control of 
the Japanese Government in Corea, the provisions of the China 
and Corea Orders in Council, 1904 to 1910, regulating the exercise 
of His Majesty's consular jurisdiction in Corea shall cease to be 
in force and operation in Corea as from the date of the annexation' 
of Oorea by Japan, except as regards any judicial matters pending 
in any of the courts established by such Orders at the date of the 
commencement of this Order. 

3.— (1) The China and Oorea Orders in Council, 1904 to 1910, 
may be cited as " The China Orders in Council, 1904 to 1910," and 
the words " and Corea " shaU be omitted from the short title of 
each of the Orders therein comprised, and from all Rules of Court 
made thereunder. 

(2.) The words "and Corea" shall be omitted from the title 
of Hiis B.ritannic Majesty's Supreme Court for China and Corea.

The China (Amendment) Order in Council, 1913.

Whereas by treaty, granit, usage, sufferance, or other lawtEul 
means. His Majesty tiie King has jurisdiction within Ohinia: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue and in exercise of the 
powers in this behalf by the Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890, or 
otherwise in His Majesty vested, is pleased, by and with the 
advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby ordered, 
as follows: — 

1. This Order may be cited as " The China (Amemdment) 
Order in Council, 1913," and shall be read as one with the China 
Order in Council] 1904, hereinafter referred to as the "Principal 
Order," and this Order and the China Orders in Council, 1904 to 
1910, may be cited together as " The China Orders in Council, 
1904 to 1913." 

2. In this Order, unless the context otherwise requiree : — 

" Judgment " includes decree, order, sentence, or decision'; 
" Record " means the aggreigate of papers relating to an 
Appeal to His Majesty in Council (including the pleadings, 
proceedings, evidence and judgments) proper to be laid be- 
fore His Majesty ini Council on the hearing of the Appeal; 

" Eieg:istrar " includes the ofSoer having the custody of 
the Records in the Supreme Court. 

3. — (1.) Any person committing a breach of any Interniational 
Regulations approved by the Secretary of State under Af tide 74 
of the Prinoipal Order shall, on conviction, be liable to the 
punishment, forfeiture, or fine therein prescribed, or, if no such 
punishment or fine is prescribed, he shall be liable, on conviction, 
to imprisonment wiiifch or without hard labour for a period not 
exceeding one month, or to a fine not exceeding £20. 

(2.) Where a fine is recovered for breach of such Regulations, 
and the Regulations contain no provisions as to the manner in 
which it shall be disposed of and applied, it shall be disposed of 
and applied in such manner as the Minister may direct. 

4. In the application of the Perjury Act, 1911, 'by the Court, 
in the exercise of its criminal jurisdiction- on the principles of, 
and in coniformity with, English law for the time being under 
Article 35 (2) of the Principal Order, the words "judicial 
proceeding " in the said Act shall be deemed to include a pro- 
ceeding before a Chinese Court, or a Court ini China of any State 
in amity with His Majesty. 
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5. If any person subject to the jurisdiotioo of the Court does 
any a«t in relation to proceedings in a Chinese Court, or before a 
Chinese judicial officer, or ini a Court or before a judicial officer 
in' China of any State ini amity with His Majesty, which, if dome 
in the oouirse of, or in relation' to, any proceedings in the Court, 
would have ibeeni punishable as an offence, sucih persooi ehall be 
guilty of an offence, and shall be liable, on conviction, to such 
punishni'enfc as he would have been liable to if the offence had been 
committed im the course of, or in relation to, prooeedinigs in the 
Court. 

6. When a British subject is accused of an offence, the cogni- 
zance whereof appertains to any Court established under the 
Principal Order, and it is expediemt that the offence be inquired 
of, tried, determined, atid punlished in a B.ritdsh possession, the 
EUDcused may (under "The Foreign Jurisdiction Act, 1890," Sec- 
tion 6) be sent for trial to Lahore, and the Chief Court of the 
Punjab shall be the authorized Court for the purposes of that 
enaotment. 

The Court may, where dt appears to be so expedient, by war- 
rant under the hamd of a Judge aiid the Seal O'f the Court, cause 
the accused to 'be sent for trial to Lahore accordingly. 

The warrant shall be sufficient authority to any person to 
whom it is directed to receive and detain the person therein- 
named, and to carry him to and deliver him up at Lahore, aooord- 
ingi to the Warrant. 

When any person is to be so sent to Lahore, the Court before 
which he is accused shall take the preliminary examination, and, 
if it seems neoessary aaid proper, shall bind over such of the pro- 
per wiitnesses as are British subjects in their own reoogniizances to 
appear and give evidence at the trial. 

Nothing im this article shall affect the operation of Article 50 
of the Principal Order. 

Appeals in Crirmtnal Cases. 

7. Any person who. is oomvicted of an offence on a trial under 
Article 45 of the PTincip^ul Order, or who is sentenoed on a oomvio- 
tion for ani offence lunder Artide 48 of the Principal Orderj to be 
imprisoned without the option of a fine, may appeal to the Fuill 
Court— 

(i.) Agiainst his conviction — 

(a.) On any ground of appeal which involves a question 
of law alone; or 

(b.) With the leave of the Full Court, or upon the certi- 
ficate of the Court which tried him, that it is a fit case for 
appeal, against his conviction on any ground of appeal which 
involves a question of fact alone; or a question of mixed law 
ajid fact; or 

(c.) With the leave of the Full Court on any other ground 
which appears to the Full Court to be a sufficient! ground of 
appeal. 

(ii.) With the leave of the Full Court, against the sen/- 
tence passed on his conviction, unless the sentence is one fixed 
by law. 
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8. After the liearinig and determiniation at a summary trial 
under Article 48 of the Principal Order of any information or 
complaint, either party to such summary trial may, if dissatisfied 
with the said determination as being erroneous on point of law, 
appeal to the Full Court. 

9. — (1.) When a person desires to appeal to the Full Court 
under Articles 7 or 8 he shall give notice of his Appeal, or of his 
application for leave to appeal, to the Court against whose judg- 
ment or sentence he desires to appeal, in such manner as may be 
prescribed, within seven days of the date of his conviction or of 
the determination of an information ox complaint. 

(2.) Am appellant may, in such manner as may be prescribed, 
pTeseni his case and his argument in writing, and deliver the 
same to the Registrar of the Court before which the trial took 
place. The respondeiKb may in like manner present his case and 
argument in writing, and deliver the same to the Registrar of the 
said Court. 

(3.) Such Court shall thereupon send under the seal of the 
Court to the Registrar of the Supreme Court the notice, the case, 
and the argument, if any, and a report by the Judge who presided 
at the trial, together with such other papers and in such manner 
as may be prescribed. 

(4.) Where the trial took place before a Judge of the Supreme 
Court, sitting elsewhere than at Shanghai, the papers may be 
transmitted to the Registrar of the Supreme Court through the 
Provincial Court of the district. 

_ 10. Where notice is given under Article 9, the Court before 
which the trial was had may, as it thinks fit, either postpone 
judgment oni the conviction or respite execution of the judgment, 
and either commit the person convicted to prison or take security 
for him to come up for judgment or to deliver himself for execu- 
tion of the judgment (as the case may require) at an appointed 
time and place. 

11. An appellant shall not be entitled to be present at the 
hearing of an Appeal except by leave of the Full Court, or of the 
Court before which he was convicted. 

12. — (1.) Appeals under Articles 7 and 8 of this Order shall be 
heard and determined by the Full Court. 

(2.) In the hearing and determination of such Appeals the 
Full Court shall, so far as circumstances admit, follow the prac- 
tice of the Court of Criminal Appeal im England and the provi- 
sions contained in Sections 1 (5), 4, 5, 6. 8, 9, 11 (2), 14 (2) (3), 17, 
and 21 of the Criminal Appeal Act, 1907, or of any law amending 
or substituted for the same. 

(3.) Provided that the Full Court shall not annul a con- 
viction or sentence, or vary a sentence, on the ground — 

(a.) Of any objection which, if stated during the trial, 

might, in the opinion of the Court, have been properly met by 

amendment at the trial ; or 

(b.) Of any error in the summoning of the jury or the 
assessors; or 

(c.) Of any person having served as a juryman or an 
assessor who was not qualified ; or 
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(d.) Of any objection to ««ny peirson as a juryman cr 
assessor which might have been raised before or at the trial; 
or 

(e.) Of any informality in the swearing of any witness; or 

(f.) Of any error or informality which, in the opinion of 

the Court, did not affect the substance of the case or subject 

the convicted person to any undue prejudice. 

(4.) The Full Ciourt shall not award costs to either side in an 

Appeal under this part of the Order save in an appeal under 

Article 8. 

13. The power of the Judge of the Supreme Court, under 
Article 119 of the Principal Order, to maike rules of Court shall 
CKtend to rules for the purpose of regulating the manner of pre- 
senting AppeaJs, as to the papers which are to be sentj/o the Full 
Court, and the transmission of the same, and generally as to the 
conduct of Appeals ajid all matters connected therewith. 

14. Article 52 of the Principal Order shall apply to all pro- 
ceedings before the FuU Court under this Order. 

15. When notice has been given of any Appeal or application 
for leave to appeal, the Judgie of the Supreme Court shall, save 
where the trial took place before himself, have power, for reasons 
to be recorded in the minutes^ to order that it shall be heard and 
determined or dealt with, in the manner provided in thie Order 
by himself alone instead of by the Full Court. 

16. Where a person is convicted of any offence before any 
Court, if the Judge of such Court thinks fit to reserve for the 
consideration of the Full Court any question of law arising at 
the trial, he shall state a case, setting out the facts and the 
grounds of the conviction, and the question of law, and send or 
deliver it to the Registrar of the Supreme Court.

31. Where there are two or more applications for leave to 
appeal arising out of the same matter, and the Supreme Court is

41. The Case shaJl consist of paragraphs numbered consecu- 
tively, and shall state, as concisely as possible, the circumstances 
out of which the Appeal arises, the contentions to be urged by the 
party lodging the same, and the reasons of appeal. References 
by page and line to the relevant portions of the Reooird as printed 
shall, as far as practicable, be printed in the margin, and care 
shall be taken to avoid, as far as possible, the reprintiing in the 
Case of long extracts from the Record. The taxing officer, in 
taxing the costs of .the Appeal, shall, either of his owm motion, or 
at the instance of the opposite party, inquire into any unneces- 
sary prolixity iru the Case, and shall disallow the costs occas- 
sioned thereby. 

42. Where the Judicial Committee directs a party to bear the 
costs of ani Appeal incurred in China, such costs shall be taxed 
by the proper officer of the Supreme Court in accordance with the 
rules for tiie itime being regulating! taxation in the Supreme 
Court.

Consular Registers of Companies.

articles of association or other docummts corresponding thereto, 
a statement showing the nominal capital of the company, and the 
amounts thereof which have been subscribed and paid up respec- 
tively, and, if the company has been incorporated under a law 
which provides for the periodical filing of a list of the share- 
holders, a copy of the last list so filed. 
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47. The consular officer shall, on the registration of a com- 
pany at the consulate, issue to the person making the registration 
a certificate, signed and sealed with the consular seal, that the 
company has beein so registered. 

48. — (1.) Every compajiy registered under this Order shall 
register the name and address of the manager or other chief local 
representative im China, and shall from time to time, as may be 
necessary, register any alteration of the representative of the oom- 
pemy or in his address. Names and addreisses so registered shall 
be open to the inspectiom of the public.

Where 'by agreement among the diplomatic re- 
presentatives in China of foreigm States, Regulations have been., 
or are, made for the estabdishmeint, control or procedure of a 
Count of Consuls, or other like Court, to deal with disputes or 
suits relating to the property of proceedings of any board, com- 
mittee, association or other like group of persons which has been 
appointed for public purposes at any treaty port or foreign 
settlement or oonoelssion itoi China, amd on which other nations 
besides Great Britain are represented, and such Regulations have 
been or are approved by the Secretary of State, the jurisdiction 
of the said Court shall not, so far as persons subject to the 
Prinlcipal Order are concerned, be deemed to conflict with Article 
6 of the Principal Order, and the Court shall enforce on all per- 
sons subject to its jurisdiction the orders and decrees of such 
Court of Consuls or other like Court.

Order, 1904" (hereinafter called the "Principal Order"), and 
with amy Order amending the same. 
2. — In this Order — 

"The Ordinance" means "The Oompanies Ordinianoe, 
1911, of the Colony of Hongkong," and includes any 
Ordiniance amending or substituted for the same. 

" The Life Inisuranoe Companies Ordinance " means the 
Life Insurance Companies Ordinance, 1907, of the Colony of 
Hongkomgi, and includes any Ordinance' amending or sub- 
stituted for the same. 

" China Company" means a Compaaiy limited by shares 
or by guarantee incorporated under the Ordinance, and the 
operations of which are directed and controlled from some 
place within the limits of this Order. 

" Hongkong China Compajiy " means a Company in- 
corporated under the Ordinance which carries on some part of 
its business within the limits of this Order, and the operations 
of which are directed and controlled from some place ini 
Hongkong. 

" British Company " means a Company incorporated in 

the ITmited Kingdom, or in a British Possession, and includes 

a CJhina Company and a Hongkong China Company. 

3. — (1.) The Consul-General at Shanghai, including any 

person' acting for such Consul-General, shall be Registrar of 

Companies at Shanghai. 

(2) All acta done within the limits of this Order in pursuance 
of the provisions of the Ordinance or of the Life Insurance Com- 
panies Ordinanioe by, to, with, or before the Registrar of Com- 
panies at Shanghai, shall, subject to the provisions of this Order, 
be of the same force and validity as if they had been done by, to, 
■with, or before the Registrar of Companies in Ho'ngkong. 
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(3) The Registrar of Companies at Shanghai shall be entitled 
to initiate suoh proceediiigs in the Court ae he may think neces- 
sary to enforce compliance with the pax)visions of this Order on 
the part of British Companies in China.

2. If at any time, owing to absence or illness, or other cause, 
theire shall be in the Consular district of S'hianghai no Judge of 
the Supreme Court available for duty, the Registrar shall, during 
isuch period, have all the power and authority of an Afisistant 
Judge : Provided that such power and authority shall not 
extend to the hearing of criminal oases on a charge, or of civil 
actions with a jury, Qr of Admiralty actions, or of appeals, and 
shall cease and determine on the return to duty of a Judge; but 
nothing herein shall deprive the Registrar of the power of 
determining any matter which may have been part heard by him 
under the provisions hereof at the time of the return to duty of 
a Judge. 

3. When an appeal is pending before the Supreme Court, 
and there is only one Judge available for the purpose of hearing 
and determining the same, such Judge may, by writing under 
his hand and seal, appoint ajiy fit person, approved by the 
Minister, to sit with him to hear and determine such appeal; 
and for such purpose the person so appointed shall have all the 
power and authority of an Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court. 

4. And the Riglbt Hon. Arth'Ur Jamesi Balfour, o.M., one of 
His Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, is to give the 
necessary directions herein.
